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ABSTRACT OF PROCEEDINGS OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 
AT .ITS MEETING, TUESDAY, MAY 12TH, 1896. 


THE following elected members were present: The Right Rev. Drs. Little- 
john, Niles, Scarborough, Peterkin, Rulison, Worthington, and Vincent; the Rev. 
Drs. Hoffman, Eccleston, Shipman, Huntington, Applegate, Brown, and Greer; the 
Rev. Mr. Brewster, and the Rev. Drs. Vibbert, Anstice, and Christian; and Messrs. 
Stark, Vanderbilt, Low, King, Chauncey, Marvin, Thomas, and Goodwin. The 
Right Rev. Dr. Littlejohn was called to the chair, which he afterward resigned to 
the Right Rev. Dr. Niles. 

Mr. George C. Thomas, Treasurer, reported in writing that within the past 
month he had made a careful examination of the methods and affairs of the office, 
and was not only satisfied but greatly pleased with the way in which the Treasurer’s 
books and records are kept. He further stated that he had requested the Bishops to 
put him into communication with some of the prominent laymen in their respective 
dioceses, and that he hoped to enlist the interest of the chapters of the Brotherhood 
of St. Andrew. 

—tThe grave question of the appropriations for the fiscal year beginning Sep- 
tember 1st next having been under the consideration of the Advisory Committee, 
they reported at length showing that, while during the twelve months just ended 
there had been an increase of regular contributions of some $15,000, this is insuffi- 
cient to cover the added responsibilities ordered by the Board of Missions at}Minne- 
apolis, and the receipts from legacies have been very small. The committee further 
stated that although the appropriations for the current year, which at first were 
made for six months only, were extended without abatement for the other half-year 
in the hope that the contributions of the Church would justify such action, yet dur- 
ing February, March, and April there had been a falling off of $13,000 in offerings 
available to meet the Board’s engagements, as compared with the corresponding 
months of 1895; and moreover, that after allowing for average receipts from contri- 
butions and possible legacies for the next four months it would appear that there 
will be a deficit of $86,500 when the year closes September ist. The committee con- 
tinued their report as follows: 

‘‘We are painfully sensible of the disappointment which must go through the 
Church at the necessity for reducing the appropriations for missions, and of the 
hardship which such reduction must cause everywhere, the arresting of promising 
undertakings, the personal deprivation to missionaries, and, in some instances, the 
withdrawal of those who have given themselves in obedience to the Master’s call . 
‘Nevertheless, there is left to us no choice. This Board, as a faithful steward with a 
due sense of its responsibility to the Church, cannot go on and accumulate debt. 
Having done all that it can do to impress the need upon the mind of the Church, 
and to stimulate contributions for the support of the work, it believes its responsi- 
bility in that direction has been fully discharged, and that there is nothing left to 
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the Board but to face the facts and deal with them prudently. It is easy to say that 
the requisite money ought to come, that a fair distribution of the expense of sup- 
porting our missions would not place a heavy burden upon any one, that the cause 
of failure lies here or there. Those are matters which may be considered at other 
times; but here we have to decide the question of conducting the missions for an- 
other year in view of a large deficiency, and we are therefore reluctantly compelled 
to recommend to the Board a readjustment upon a scale which will involve a ma- 
terial reduction of the salaries and stipends of all who are in the missionary work 
of the Church.” : 

—tThe Board adopted the foregoing report, together with the following 
resolutions : 

“‘ Resolved: That in adopting the recommendation of its Advisory Committee 
the Board of Managers hereby directs that the statement of the committee be pub- 
lished to the Church, and that a copy of it, with this action, be sent to every paro- 
chial clergyman for the information of his people, with the request that he read the 
same in church on the first Sunday morning after he receives it; and further, that 
each clergyman be and he hereby is earnestly requested to ask his congregation then 
and there to contribute generously to this present need, so doing their part to relieve 
the treasury and remove the need of reducing the appropriations. 

‘‘A year ago a like emergency was relieved by the prompt and generous contri- 
butions of individual Churchmen and parishes, and we all rejoiced that almost 
alone among missionary societies this Board closed its fiscal year without debt. 

““It was fondly hoped that such a state of finances would not be permitted again, 
but that the need of greater effort being felt by all, none would fail to contribute, 
and that those who had been habitual contributors would make an especial effort to 
increase their contributions. This has been done in some instances; but the failure 
on the part of many to respond has put upon the treasury the necessity of seeking 
additional aid from all faithful members of the Church. 

‘* Resolved : That the Right Reverend the Bishops, all of whom are members of 
the Board of Managers by virtue of their office, be and they hereby are respectfully 
urged to give to the foregoing their official sanction within their respective juris- 
dictions and to use their personal influence to secure from their dioceses prompt and 
liberal offerings.” 


——It was referred to the Advisory Committee to prepare and present for the 
action of the Board at the June meeting a budget of reduced appropriations in ac- 
cordance with the previous action. 

——Letters were at hand from ten of the Bishops and two laymen with regard 
to Domestic missionary work, and necessary action was taken. Letters were also 
submitted from Bishop Rowe and from several of the missionaries in the Yukon 
district of Alaska. The Bishop was leaving Juneau on April 2ist for the north- 
western part of his jurisdiction, and expected to be out of reach of correspondence 
for several months. Dr. Campbell is to be ordained Deacon by the Bishop of Olym- 
pia, and plans to reach his station, Douglas island, in June. The dates from the 
Yukon are to the middle of December. Dr. Mary V. Glenton regretfully presented 
her resignation in consequence of failing health, which was accepted by the Board. 
It was stated that Dr. John B. Driggs, who had been on vacation, was en route for 
his station, Point Hope, Alaska, expecting to sail from San Francisco about the 
first of June. 

-——Matters touching Foreign Missions being under consideration, it was 

“ Resolved: That the Very Rev. Dr. Hoffman be and hereby is authorized to 
convey to the Archbishop of Canterbury and the Society for Promoting Christian 
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_ Knowledge the gratification of this Board that they have appointed a committee to 

examine Bishop Schereschewsky’s Wen-li translation of the Holy Scriptures, with 

a view, if approved, to its publication by the two Churches.” 

The Rey. R. C. Cooper wrote that at his station, Buchanan, Grand Bassa, 
Liberia, on the 15th of March, he baptized ten boys, two girls, and one woman, all 

from the heathen. 

——A number of recent contributions for the work of the Society were reported 
from different parts of the Foreign field. 

—tThe Board, subject to the approval of the Presiding Bishop, accepted an in- 
vitation from Bishop Vincent for the next Missionary Council to meet in Cincin- 
nati. The Presiding Bishop has since expressed his cordial approval. The date 
will be determined later. 


THE MISSIONARY COUNCIL OF 1896. 

THE Board of Managers, in response to an invitation of the Bishop of 
Southern Ohio, has appointed Cincinnati as the place of ,meeting of the next 
Missionary Council, with the cordial approval of the Presiding Bishop. The 
date of the meeting of the Council will be announced in due time in this mag- 
azine and in the Church papers. 


HEAR THE CHARGE AGAIN. 


YE SHALL RECEIVE POWER AFTER THAT THE HOLY GHOST IS COME UPON 
YOU, AND YE SHALL BE WITNESSES UNTO ME IN JERUSALEM AND IN ALL 
JUDEA AND IN SAMARIA AND UNTO THE ENDS OF THE EARTH. 

It is good that we from time to time should go back to the original source 
of the Church’s commission and hear it afresh as it comes to us in the Ascension 
season. It is well that we should forget everything else, turn aside from the 
world’s distractions and the thought of the machinery of missions, and stand 
with the first disciples on the Mount of the Ascension, attentive to the Master — 
when He speaks of the one object in life, the one motive which is to control us, 
the scope of our work and the source of power. Forget for the time the ques- 
tion of means and learn from Him the measure of privilege, the nobility of call- 
ing, and the great gift for effectiveness. Itis uplifting, inspiring, and strength- 
ening. There is a refreshment in it which makes us ready for any enterprise 
and buoyant with celestial hope. 


SHARE THE BURDEN. 

Ir the salaries and stipends of the men and women who are engaged in the 
Church’s missionary work must be reduced, if their labor must be made harder 
and their trials greater by taking from them a part of their meagre support, we 
ought all of us to share the burden with them. We of the clergy, first, must, 
of course, feel that we cannot be indifferent to the deprivations of our brethren. 
We cannot ask them to suffer and not be willing to suffer with them. We can- 
not close our eyes to their afflictions because we are taken care of. It would be 
unbrotherly and unnatural, and therefore we must voluntarily tax ourselves. 
The same is true of the laity. 

We are all one family. We have one Father ca one Lord. We eat at one 
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holy table, we are partakers of one altar. It comes home to us—it must come 
home to us—when the stipend of the toiling missionary on the outpost or in the 
distant land, which at best affords but a scanty support, is made still less. We 
must not look upon missionaries in the gross, or as if we were dealing with an 
insensate body, but remember that they are flesh and blood like ourselves, with 
needs and feelings like ours. If some can be heedless and heartless, they must 
be few, not many, in the Church of God. If we are willing to share one anoth- 
er’s burdens, we shall lighten those of others and win the blessing for ourselves. 


WHO IS TO BLAME? 


Who is to blame that the contributions are not sufficient to maintain the 
missions, and that, therefore, there must be reduction of appropriations with all 
the misery that will follow ? No person need censure himself who has faith- 
fully contributed according to his ability. No one has any cause for shame who 
has done what he could. Here is a facts to last year’s contributions, which 
may help to explain the treasury deficiency, which makes retrenchment neces- 
sary. There were 349 parishes containing more than 100 communicants each, 
a total of 78,245 communicants from none of whom a penny came to sustain the 
missionary work for which the Church is responsible. They may, indeed, have 
given in some other way for missions, but they have not aided this authorized 
work for which the Church is bounden by its highest legislative action. 

If they should say that they were not informed of the need, and had no 
opportunity to contribute, then they but shift the blame to those whose duty it 
was to inform them and solicit their aid. 

How many others connected with the Church failed to contribute last year, 
and so far this year have not contributed, it would not be possible to tell. Of 
this, however, we may speak with assurance, that if such will now contribute 
what they can, reasonably and cheerfully, to the mission treasury they can re- 
move the dire necessity for taking away from the missions the support which 
they absolutely need. 


CAN WE DO BETTER THAN THIS? 


WITHIN the past month the mail has brought contributions to our treasury 
from the Bishop and several of the missionaries in Japan, one of whom wrote : 
** Please deduct $200 from my salary this year for the present need.” Another, 
with his wife’s advice, sent their savings bank balance on January 1st, which 
amounted to $21.23, regretting that it was so small. The other personal gifts 
were cach twenty-five dollars and upwards. There was also an offering from 
the congregation of Trinity Cathedral, Tokyo, of twenty-five dollars, with a 
promise of seventy-five dollars after Whitsunday. 

From China has come an offering from the chapel of St. John’s Biliess 
of seventy dollars, Mexican. From Greece ‘the old Greek mission’s Easter 
offering’ has been $191.67. From several stations in Haiti $62.12 has come, 
with a promise from the Bishop of further contributions. Contributions have 
also been received from Liberia, and more are coming. 

Surely these contributions from our Foreign Missions must make us all 
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ask, Are we at home doing better than these who have first given themselves to 
the work ? Akin to the Foreign Missions in their claims upon us and in their 
dependence, are our Missions to the Indians. From the Cheyenne River 
agency, in South Dakota, the missionary sent Easter offerings from eleven Sun- 
day-schools amounting to $55.81, and an offering from seven stations of $49.51, 
with these words: ‘‘On hearing that the Board had extended the appropria- 
tions to September Ist I thought I would make an appeal among the Indians 
for special contributions. I wish the amount had been larger ; but those under 
my charge have done what they could. I trust it will be accepted as a mark of 
gratitude, small though it is, for what the Board has done for the Indians on 
this reservation.” In April those Indians sent $41.77 for Foreign Missions, 
and $13.02 for Missions to Colored People. Poor, very poor, in this world’s 
goods as are these Indians, do not their offerings cause us to blush when we 
think of our greater privileges? Who says, Take away support from these 
missions ? 


A HELPING HAND. 

A city rector, who is very busy, writes: ‘‘ Your circular concerning the 
deficit has come too late for me to accomplish anything. Work for this season 
is closed and the congregation is scattered effectually. Letters are of no avail 
under such circumstances, especially as I have been dunning my people very 
persistently during the last few weeks for some church matters and for our ex- 
penses of the summer home. I am very sorry I did not know earlier, as I should 
have tried to lend a hand in some way or other. I inclose a small contribution 
myself, wishing it were many times as much.” 

He adds in a postscript: ‘Send me two dozen circulars and I will mail 
them with a line and try if something can be done thus.” 

If all would do as much as this overburdened rector it would be well. 
He gives from his own purse what he can and then, though sore pressed with 
parochial needs, he proposes to send a personal line to his scattered people and 
ask their help towards making up the deficiency. 


READY TO GO. 

A YOUNG woman in every way qualified for useful work in Liberia, has an- 
nounced that she is ready at once to proceed to Africa to enter our mission and 
devote her life to effort in behalf of its benighted people. She has been ac- 
cepted and waits to be sent. 

A young man of excellent gifts and consecrated life, whose heart has been 
set on the China mission, is about to be ordained, and his application to be 
sent to China has been approved by the Board. The Bishop has a place wait- 
ing for him and wants him as soon as possible. This young man has been 
deeply interested in the students’ volunteer movement and in the Church stu- 
dents’ missionary association, and has taken a leading part in both of these. 
His sister, after a period of training in the deaconess-school of New York, has 
been appointed a missionary to China and will soon sail. Brother and sister 


wish to go together. 
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Another young man of exceptional gifts, and, like the one just mentioned, 
a leader among student movements in behalf of Foreign Missions, has been ap- 
pointed, as we learn by the last mail, by the Bishop of Shanghai; but, inas- 
much as the Board of Managers has voted that the appropriations must all be 
reduced because of insufficient revenue to support them as at present, it would 
be obviously inconsistent to vote the necessary money to fit out and send these 
new appointees. 

These young persons, ready for the love of Christ and the love of souls to 
banish themselves from home, must at the outset of their careers be checked 
and held back. Are there not fifty women of the Church who, if they knew 
the facts, would eagerly offer to bear the expense of sending one of their own 
sex who is so heroic as to be willing to go to the hardships of Africa to do good? 
Are there not twice fifty men who would compete with each other for the privi- 
lege of bearing the whole expense of sending these brave young men to their 
unselfish mission ? 


PRAYER FOR MISSIONS. 


PRAYER for missions should embrace all things that relate to missions, but 
the type is in the Lord’s Prayer—‘‘ Thy Kingdom come.” That this Kingdom 
may come in our own hearts and lives more pervasively; among our Christian 
brethren, that they and we may love that Kingdom utterly; to those who are in 
sin and darkness, that the light and life which are in Christ Jesus may be made 
known to them; for those who are standard-bearers and heralds, that they may 
witness for Christ and be brave to make spiritual conquests; for all who teach 
and minister among the ignorant, that they may do it with power from on high; 
and for the progress of that Kingdom, that it may go forward winning souls and 


gathering nations to the love and service of Him who is King of kings and Lord 
of lords. 


ANSWERED PRAYER. 


Lypr1A Maria Fay was sent out by our Board to be a missionary to China 
in 1850. Her success as a student of the language, and as a teacher of Chinese 
boys, was very great. It was the desire of her heart to see one of her boys a 
minister of Christ before she died. Her desire was more than gratified, for she 
saw three of her pupils ordained to the Sacred Ministry, while six others were 
about to be ordained at the time of her death. 


AN HONORED VETERAN. 


BisHop Morris of Oregon will celebrate on June 28th, at the meeting of 
the diocesan convention, the fiftieth anniversary of his ordination to the Minis- 
try. The secretary of the convention writes: ‘‘ No one could expect to lead an 
important work for nearly thirty years in a forceful manner and retain the unan- 
imous adherence and hearty support of all within reach ; but our Bishop can 
point to a record begun almost in a wilderness and to be ended in an important 
commercial centre, not without considerable refinement as well, which many in 
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older fields may envy.” Bishop Morris celebrated his seventy-seventh birthday 
on May 30th. He was consecrated Bishop of Oregon and Washington on 
December 3d, 1868, and from 1880 his jurisdiction has been confined to Oregon. 
Eight years ago the jurisdiction was organized as the Diocese of Oregon. Thus, 
for twenty years he was technically a Missionary Bishop, and during all his 
Episcopate he has been actually such, with the largest missionary spirit, deeply 
interested in all the missions of the Church of which he is an honored and 
venerated Bishop. The Church may be justly proud of its Domestic missionary 
work and of such a heroic leader. The Board of Managers in sending its hearty 
congratulations to Bishop Morris but voices a universal sentiment from all parts 
of the country to the Bishop and Diocese of Oregon. 


VOLUNTARY SURRENDER. 


THIs is interesting and progressive: Bishop Garrett of the new Diocese of 
Dallas, which lately organized, sends us word that after the first of September 
he will not require the salary of a Missionary Bishop, and that the following re- 
ductions may also be made in the appropriation to his diocese: St. Stephen’s, 
Sherman, $200; St. John’s, Corsicana, $200; Trinity, Fort Worth, $200; In 
carnation, Dallas, $200; Holy Cross, Paris, $150; the Good Shepherd, Terrell 
$50. ‘* Of these,” says the Bishop, “‘ Trinity, Fort Worth, and St. John’s, Cor- 
sicana, have voluntarily come forward and informed me that they will take 
care of their rectors in future. The others will be able to maintain themselves 
by extra effort. Of course, if the Board could still continue this appropriation 
I could open new work; but I know the time for retrenchment has come, and I 
think, with the reductions indicated, this new diocese will have done its share 
of surrender for the present.” 


A PRACTICAL QUESTION. 


THE question has been seriously asked : ‘‘ Has not the time arrived for the 
duty of giving systematically and proportionately to be more earnestly impressed 
upon Christian people?” If the clergy were to make inquiries in their 
parishes as to whether their people realized their obligations in the matter of 
almsgiving the answer in the large majority of cases would undoubtedly be 
that they had not realized them. Does it not seem, then, to be the duty of the 
clergy earnestly and faithfully to impress upon the minds and hearts of their 
people the great and important truth, that true worship, acceptable to God, is 
composed of two things—prayer and almsgiving ? 

Take the case of Cornelius. It was said of him that his prayers and alms 
had come up as a memorial before God. Here prayers and alms are intimately 
joined together, and as such rise to God as a memorial, as though to indicate 
that the two were the essential features of true and acceptable worship. Then, 
again, take the usual custom of the Jew. No Jew ever entered the Temple 
without his offering. His offering was as much a part of his worship as his 
prayers, and without it he knew that his service would be imperfect and unac- 
ceptable. Another feature of this custom was that the offering was not a hap- 
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hazard affair, but a certain fixed proportion according to the giver’s ability to 
give ; not one tithe but two, besides the first-fruits and the gleanings. 

Under the new dispensation the principle inculcated under the Levitical 
law was continued in force and has never been abrogated or annulled. ‘There- 
fore, it becomes the bounden duty and service of every worshipper in God’s 
House to come prepared to make his offering as God has blessed him. A cer- 
tain writer has said of that proportion of man’s income which he regards as 
belonging to God, that ‘one-third should be allotted to home religious work, 
one-third to home philanthropic objects, and one-third to foreign work.” 

It would not be difficult to divine what would be the issue if such a system 
were to be followed out faithfully and persistently. The great fault of the 
present system of giving is that it is emotional, dependent upon one’s feelings 
and not upon the conviction of duty and privilege. It is here, then, that the 
clergy of the Church must declare the whole counsel of God and instruct the 
congregations committed to their charge in the urgent necessity of giving sys- 
tematically and proportionately. Such teaching cannot but reap a wholesome 
harvest and hasten the coming of that glorious day when the knowledge of the 
Lord shall cover the earth as the waters cover the sea. 


STATEMENT ABOUT THE CHURCH MISSIONS HOUSE. 


Ir should never be forgotten that the Church Missions House was a gift 
to the Church, and that no missionary money was expended in its construc- 
tion. Beside affording ample quarters for the accommodation of the Church’s 
General Missionary Society and the Woman’s Auxiliary, its Chapel, Library, 
and committee rooms serve not only the needs of these organizations, but are 
found useful for other general Church purposes. The officers of the General 
Convention have three rooms assigned to them for their use and for the proper 
keeping of their books, papers, etc. Kindred Church societies have been drawn 
into the building and find here congenial associations at rents one-third less 
than are charged to others. 

The portions of the building now rented yield at the rate of $12,708 per 
annum, against which the expenses of the building, amounting to $9,700, must 
be charged, leaving a surplus of $3,000 per annum. There still remain unrented 
rooms of the estimated renting value of $8,166, so that besides giving accom- 
modations to the Society, the Woman’s Auxiliary, and the officers of the Gen- 
eral Convention, when the building shall be fully rented it should yield an in- 
come to the Society of $11,000. 

The important fact is, that the Church Missions House, being a clear gift 
to the Society, is not an investment of missionary funds, but, while serving the 
purpose for which it was given, it will yield some thousands of dollars annually 
to missions. 


THE Archbishop of Canterbury says: ‘‘No Church is living as a Church which 
is not fulfilling the command of commands. The first duty of a Christian is to 
make other people Christians, and the first duty of a Church is to make other 
Christian Churches, until the whole world is covered with them.” 
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THE suggestion made elsewhere in this magazine by the Rev. Herbert J. Cook 
of an apportionment of the contributions necessary for Domestic and Foreign Mis- 
sions among the dioceses and missionary jurisdictions has at least one valuable con- 
sideration in its favor, in that such an arrangement would develop—and, we be- 
lieve, for the first time—joint action of the congregations within dioceses and juris- 
dictions in support of the Church’s general missionary work. It seems to have 
been a weakness that the work of providing money for Domestic and Foreign Mis- 
sions has been left wholly to individual clergymen and congregations, and that the 
mighty force of co-operation has been substantially ignored. The Children’s Lenten 
Offering has demonstrated in a most remarkable degree what great results co-opera- 
tion can accomplish. In seven weeks the children of only a part of the Church raise 
on an average nearly one-seventh of the total amount contributed in support of 
General Missions. If the adults of the Church should work together systemati- 
cally through the whole year with a tithe of the zeal which the children show dur- 
ing the month and a half of Lent, there would never be another perplexing and 
disheartening deficit. 


THE Bishop of Albany, who, under appointment of the Presiding Bishop, has 
been on a visitation to the American chapels in Europe, has completed his work, 
and is expected back about the tenth of June. He writes: ‘‘The work which I 
came here to do has been very successfully done and very satisfactorily. I am very 
glad to find the churches all in thoroughly earnest and admirable condition, doing 
much hard work and doing it well. I have confirmed fifty-eight persons in the six 
churches, preached twenty-six times, and celebrated the Holy Communion nineteen 
times, besides having part in twenty-three other services, and have made the jour- 
neyings, which are very long in time and distance, safely and successfully.” 


THIs month’s frontispiece presents a view, from a photograph kindly supplied 
by the Rev. H. S. Jefferys, of Mr. Jefferys’s club of students of English and a few 
women from his second preaching-station at Sendai, Japan, assembled to welcome 
Miss L. Lovell, on the afternoon of Saturday, November 2d last. Mr. Jefferys 
writes : ‘‘As a result of this ‘welcome meeting’ Miss Lovell has already over fifty 
names on her class-books of secular teaching and a goodly number in her Bible- 
classes. We look for large results in the near future by God’s blessing upon her 
diligent labor.” 


THE Church Missionary Society of England closed its fiscal year with a de- 
ficiency of $85,000. This, upon a total expenditure of nearly a million and a half 
for the year, is not a very large percentage, but it is enough to embarrass the work 
until it shall have been removed. Yet the society is pushing a “‘ three years’ enter- 
prise ” largely to increase the society’s evangelistic forces, to strengthen and con- 
solidate existing missions, extend operations, and promote the spiritual life of native 
Christian communities, with a view to more active evangelistic effort on their part. 
They seek more missionaries, and more means for their maintenance. 


BisHop TUCKER, of Uganda, writes: ‘‘Think of the world’s greatest necessity. 
It seems to me, as I think of it, that I can hear a cry coming over the deep sea, like 
the pitiful, earnest, entreating cry that came to Jesus long ago: ‘Carest thou not 
that we perish?’ And Jesus Christ has given His answer to that question: ‘I lay 
down My life for the sheep.’ We who belong to Jesus, you and I, what answer 
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shall we give? Shall we not follow Him in service, in sacrifice, in life, and in 
labor? Shall we not lay down our lives day by day that we may faithfully do our 
part in bringing these perishing souls unto God?” 


AT the annual meeting of the Society for the Propagation of the Gospel held in 
London, February 21st, ‘‘ the Bishops of the Episcopal Church in the United States 
of America were elected honorary associates of the society for the ensuing year.” 


THE Archbishop of Canterbury has appointed the Rev. Philip Kemball Fyson, 
the principal of the English theological college at Osaka, to be Bishop of Hokkaido, 
Japan. The Bishop-designate has been for sixteen years a missionary in Japan of 
the Church Missionary Society. 


THE Chinese Recorder of Shanghai says: ‘‘Just before he left Shanghai for 
Europe [on his way to the coronation of the Czar of Russia], Li Hung Chang was 
presented with a copy of the imperial New Testament, a fac-simile of the copy pre- 
sented to the empress dowager, with the exception of the binding and the color of 
the border. We understand he received it very graciously, and promised to read it — 
daily on his voyage. He also expressed a kindly interest in the work of missions, 
and said that on his return to China he would be pleased to do more to facilitate the 
cause. The copy was presented by the Rev. R. T. Bryan, of the American Baptist 
Convention (South), in person. Many prayers will follow this copy of the Word of 
God, that this man, who has so largely shaped the present destiny of China, and has 
repeatedly stood between the nation and dissolution, may have his eyes opened to 
see the truth, and his heart touched by the power of the Holy Ghost.” 


WE have received from the Fleming H. Revell Company, of New York and 
Chicago, ‘‘ For His Sake: Extracts from the Letters of Elsie Marshall.” Miss Mar- 
shall was one of the martyred Church of England missionaries at Hwa-Sang, near 
Ku-Cheng, China, in August, 1895. The book is an interesting record of a life con- 
secrated to God and devoted to the good of the Chinese. 


WITH OUR CORRESPONDENTS. 


BisHOP SEYMOUR writes from Springfield : ‘‘I have received with less surprise 
than regret the statement of the finances of the Board of Missions. I had hoped last 
year that a recurrence of the straitened condition of the treasury of our Board would 
not be repeated this year. Still, in view of the condition of our country I am not 
greatly surprised, and especially as heavier burdens were laid upon the Board at the 
General Convention in Minneapolis. I feel, however, intense regret that there is a 
prospect of reducing the appropriations to our dioceses and missionary jurisdictions 
which look to the Board for help. I feel the greatest anxiety for all as well as for 
my own field, and I sincerely hope almost against hope that it will not be necessary 
to make any serious reduction when the Board meets in June. In case, however, 
such action should be necessary, while I would ask for no consideration of my own 
diocese to the disadvantage of others, I would urge that it should have as much 
favor shown as is consistent with justice to others. My mission field represents an 
area as large as all New England, leaving out the State of Maine and holds a popu- 
dation of upwards of 2,000,000 souls. We are making excellent progress in spread- 
ing the knowledge of the Church, in increasing our missions and building up con- 
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gregations in very many waste places, and we should be more successful in an ex- 
hibit of statistics of increase were it not that our converts to the Church are largely 
_ drawn off by the great cities which lie around us and not far removed from our 
borders, as Chicago, St. Louis, Indianapolis, Louisville, and Cincinnati. We are 
really, therefore, contributing to the strength of the Church much more than ap- 
pears from the records of our parishes and missions. In one word, I would say, 
that to reduce our appropriations very much would be equivalent to withdrawing 
most of our missionaries from their fields of labor, inasmuch as they live upon such 
scanty incomes that there is no margin between what they receive and the payment 
for the bare necessaries of life. I earnestly plead, therefore, that while it may be 
necessary to reduce our appropriation in justice to all concerned it may be curtailed 
as little as possible. I assure you that I will do all in my power to induce our 
parishes and missions to contribute liberally to the great cause which you and the 
Board have so nobly administered, and I am sure that you fully share with me in 
the distress which the present condition of our finances occasions. Please remem- 
ber that we have no very rich men or women to contribute, and consequently our 
general average must be at a low figure. The same would be the case in the East 
were some of our noble benefactors to withdraw their generous contributions and 
subscriptions.” 


BisHop MILLSpAuGH, of Kansas, writes: ‘‘ My sympathies go out very strongly 
for the Board, and if it be the inevitable I must abide by the decision of the general 
Church. I have placed several missionaries, more indeed than has ever been 
known, in western Kansas, and am already negotiating for another. I really do 
not know how it will be possible for me to keep up this work on a less appropria- 
tion. My prayer is that the general Church will come to the rescue and that the 
cutting down of appropriations may not be necessary. I am happy to inform you 
that I see daily in the missions of Kansas and the few parishes, an increase in the 
interest of missions; but you certainly know how poor we are after three years of 
drought. We have to-day thirty-five branches of the Woman’s Auxiliary, an in- 
crease of thirty in the last year-and-a-half. I shall certainly do all in my power to 
increase the offerings for General Missions.” 


BisHoP WHIPPLE, in a letter from Faribault under date of May 11th, says: 
‘‘T share your anxiety in regard to Missions to Colored People. I hesitate not to 
say that there has never been a nobler field committed to any branch of the Church 
of Christ, and none that has brought more blessed reward for the work that has 
been done. The reason people care so little about missions is that they know so 
little about them. Let me mention an incident. I spent Sunday in Asheville, 
Tennessee. I had carefully prepared my sermon suited to the day. I had prayed 
most earnestly that I might deliver the message our Saviour would have me bring. 
On my way to church the thought came, Why not tell them about the triumphs 
of the Church and the coming of the Kingdom of our Lord? I asked the rector 
and he urged it. I have seldom had a congregation show deeper interest, 
especially in my appeal in behalf of the Colored race. Tears were in many eyes. 
In the afternoon I preached to the Colored congregation. The church was packed, 
and they seemed to hang upon my words as if I were a messenger from Heaven. 
The rector, a graduate from St. Augustine’s College, is doing a noble work. He 
sadly needs a new church, which is ready for the roof. No plea was made. The 
work spoke for itself. That evening the rector received a check for $200 signed 
‘From a Presbyterian friend of Bishop Whipple’s.’ I really believe that all that 
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is needed to unseal Christian hearts is to tell the story of this Colored work. Little 
as I know about the South I can tell of scores of instances where a glorious harvest 
awaits the reaper. My letter to the Churchman brought me one gift for Colored 
Missions. That week dear Bishop Gray had bought a lot for a church in Orlando, 
and I only wish the generous giver knew the joy it gave my brave-hearted brother. 
The time is past for arguments about missions. We settled that when we bowed 
our hearts to the Saviour, for when we grasp His hand we must reach out the other 
hand to help some one else. I have dictated this letter to my amanuensis, as I am 
confined to my bed, the result of a severe cold which I took in coming from my 
Colored service in Asheville.” 


BisHop Brooke, of Oklahoma and Indian Territory, writes: ‘‘I am deeply 
concerned for the condition of the Board and treasury. During the next three 
months I will see to it that all that I can do to help shall be done by sending one- 
half of all offerings taken for the ‘Bishop’s purse’ (my diocesan mission offerings 
taken wherever I go). For our own work, anxious as I cannot but be about it, I 
can only hope and trust and pray.” 


BisHop TUTTLE, of Missouri, writes: ‘‘ We have fifty-two Sunday-schools. 
Fifty-one of them have given Lenten offerings for Domestic and Foreign Missions. 
Iam glad and proud. I inclose checks.” 


BisHop LEONARD, writing from Utah, says: ‘‘I take great pleasure in handing 
you a check for $63.80 for General Missions. It affords me the greatest delight to 
stir up my places as I go about in the interest of missions, and I find that people 
will respond if we will simply give them an opportunity.” 


A OLERGYMAN in Maryland writes as follows: ‘‘I do not like to be faulted with- 
out cause, and therefore I write to say that it is only by cutting off some of my 
usual parish offerings that I am able to send fifty dollars, the amount sent for a 
number of years, to your Society. Counting my babies I have only 101 souls in my 
country congregation, chiefly farmers, with not half-a-dozen in easy circumstances. 
For me they have no money. I have not for many years had as scant contribu 
tions as during this year.” 


THUS writes a young rector: ‘‘I have made up my mind that missions shall 
come first, and our own parish work second. Heretofore I have let missions wait, 
hoping that parish needs would in time become less pressing. But they never-do, 


and if Iam to do anything for missions it must be by putting them first in my 
effort.” , 


THE Rev. D. A. Sanford writes from El Reno, Oklahoma: ‘‘On Sunday, April 
12th, Bishop Brooke confirmed seven Indians at Darlington; six of these were 
Cheyennes and one an Arapahoe Indian. On Sunday, April 26th, they received 
their first communion; two others on the same day receiving Holy Baptism. Since 
January ist twelve Indians have been baptized, most of them being pupils from 
thirteen to seventeen years of age from the Cheyenne Indian school.” 


THE proprietor of a hotel in San Francisco, in reply to our letter commending 
Dr. Driggs, on his way to Alaska, writes : ‘‘ Be assured that every attention will be 
paid to Dr. Driggs during his stay here, and every concession granted to mission- 
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aries will be made to him. The writer feels drawn toward the missionary and his 
work. All who have been with us know that we have a tender spot in our heart 
for the missionary. It affords me pleasure to state that the work of our beloved 
Church on this coast is moving forward actively. Our only concern is the illness 
of our dear Bishop Nichols ; but God will surely hear the united prayers of his peo- 
ple and spare him to us, who have lived to see the Church grow from very small 
beginnings to large proportions. Be assured the Church in the far West sends 
kindly greetings to the Church in the East.” 


SHALL THERE BE RETRENCHMENT ? 


THE appeal of the Board of Missions has gone out to the Church, and with it 
the dreaded announcement that the missionary work of the Church is crippled for 
want of means, and to such an extent that a system of retrenchment must be inaug- 
urated, involving personal hardship to the missionaries and a serious embarrass- 
ment to the work. In view of the large deficiency of over $80,000, there seems. to 
have been no alternative left to the Board of Managers. There was only one course 
open for them in prudence, and it could hardly be expected that what was done so 
nobly last year could be annually repeated. Yet the blow falls heavily when it 
comes, and it is a cause of grief to everyone who has at heart the spread of Christ’s 
Kingdom among men. 

The question arises if something might not yet be done to avert the calamity. 
The two problems before us are (1) the deficiency, and (2) the work for the next 
year and the years to come. Assuming that, whatever offerings have been made, 
during the year, in all our parishes and missions, there will be a general response 
to the Board’s appeal, and that all the clergy will do as they are asked, and take a 
special offering within the next two months, it is believed that the first problem, 
that of the deficiency, might again be solved; but it would be likely to make a great 
difference if it were not probable that the same thing would occur again next year. 
It will not, of course, if the appropriations shall be materially scaled down; that is 
a simple matter of arithmetic; but it is certain that everybody interested at all will 
deprecate such a dire necessity. Hence it is that the following suggestion is ven- 
tured, and with some diffidence, since it may already have been discussed. Thissug- 
gestion grows out of the comparative success of the system of apportionment in the 
work of diocesan missions, and from the belief that the same plan might be success- 
fully adopted in the general work of the Church. 

The plan would be something like this: Let it be ascertained from the treas- 
urer’s books what is the average sum, say, for three or five years past, that has been 
contributed through regular offerings, from each diocese and missionary jurisdiction 
as a basis of contributing ability. This, aside from the Woman’s Auxiliary, the 
Junior Auxiliary, and other special agencies. Then make the estimate of what 
should be reasonably expended next year without any retrenchment, and deduct 
what may be fairly expected from the Auxiliaries and such sources. We should 
then have the amount which it is desired to raise from the parishes in the regular 
way. This amount ought then to be apportioned to the dioceses and missionary 
jurisdictions, and each one should be asked to raise its estimated share of the whole. 

This apportionment could readily be communicated to the dioceses and juris- 
dictions for their action, through the proper channels. In any way that they might 
deem proper, through the diocesan board of missions or a special diocesan committee 
on Domestic and Foreign Missions, the several amounts could be apportioned among 
the parishes, each parish and station being urged to give its share. In such case the 
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rectors would have something definite to put before the people. They could, and in 
most cases, it is believed, they would, devise means to meet the obligation, as 1s 
so generally done in case of diocesan missions. The matter would not be left to the 
chances of the annual offering, perhaps on the stormiest day of the year and with 
the consequent small congregation. f 

The suggestion is offered for what it may be worth, and some rectors, if not all, 
would like to appeal for a definite amount of money for the general work of mis- 
sions, and not leave so grave a matter to the contingencies which often surround it 
now. It might well happen, also, that we should pray more for missions, and that 
the ‘‘monthly service of prayer for missions,” on the Friday following the first 
Sunday in each month, would be more generally and more effectively observed.

INTEREST IN MISSION WORK. 


In the January number of THE Spirit oF Missions we find extracts from two 
letters, one from a rector, grieving that the people show no interest in the work of 
missions, the other from a layman, lamenting that the rector shows no interest in 
the work of missions. 

In order that one be interested in any work it is important, even necessary, 
that there be something known concerning that work. It is quite usual that we 
feel no interest in things we know nothing about, and the want of interest in the 
two cases may probably be due to the same cause. For we venture boldly to assert, 
that to become interested in the work of missions it is only needful to be in- 
formed. 

The history of the lives and works of missionary workers of to-day, no less 
wonderfully and strikingly reveal the presence and power of God and His ever 
watchful care and guidance of His people than do the missionary journeys of St. 
Paul and St. Barnabas and other Apostles. 

So far, the cases are similar. Rector and people alike need to be informed, but 
here the parallel ends, and the advantage is on the rector’s side. It is his placeand 
his duty—the Church requires it of him and the people expect it—to give his 
people information. Let him take of the things concerning modern missions and 
show them to the people, and they will be constrained to admit that here is the 
finger of God! He will be only following the pattern of the two wonderfully con- 
vincing sermons of St. Peter and St. Stephen, one of them resulting in the addition 
to the Church that same day of 3,000 souls, when they brought to mind the wonder- 
ful works of God and the evident fulfilment of prophecy. The basis for each of 
these mighty sermons might be: ‘‘The merciful and gracious Lord hath so done 
His marvellous works that they ought to be had in remembrance,” Ps. exi. 4 (Pray- 
er Book version), and equally might the same words serve as the reason for a re- 
hearsal of some of the later works of the Lord in the mission fields of to-day. 

The people have not the like opportunity as regards their rector. They can 
only pray to Him who alone can order wills and affections, that He will open the 
eyes of His messenger, that he may see his duty so to inform himself that he may 
be able to bring forth from his treasure-house things new as well as old; because 
it is as true now asin the days of the Psalmist, that ‘‘the merciful and gracious 
Lord hathso done His marvellous works that they ought to be had in remembrance.”

MAIL CARRYING IN ALASKA. 


Upon the arrival of the Rustler this 
morning it was learned for the first time 
positively that the American mail which 
started for Forty Mile last December had 
been safely delivered at its destination, 
and the carrier had returned again to 
civilization. Jimmy Jackson is quite a 
hero to-day, and as he walked up Seward 
Street, clad in his parka and moosehide 
boots, he attracted as much attention asa 
circus. His trip of nearly 2,000 miles was 
a most perilous one; one that the hard- 
iest and most experienced mountaineer 
would have long hesitated before at- 
tempting. Not that the journey would 
have been so dangerous at a favorable 
season of the year, as it would not, and 
the same ground has been covered by 
hundreds of others, made, however, in 
the spring or fall, when travelling in the 
interior was good and the perils incident 
to arctic storms and blizzards had passed. 
But to leave Juneau for Forty Mile in 
December, when winter is at its worst, 
and when residents of the Yukon scarce- 
ly venture outside their cabins, was con- 
sidered by the old-timers here, who were 
fully acquainted with the rigors of an 
Alaskan winter, to be little short of sui- 
cidal. 

Five persons comprised the party which 
left for the interior in charge of the mail, 
three Indians, Jimmy Jackson, his neph- 
ew Albert, and Chilkat Bob. The other 
two were white men, L. S. Hodge and 
M. MeNelis, the former being a printer 
formerly in the employ of the News, and 
the latter a miner, who for a time worked 
on the Silver Queen at Sheep Creek. 


The friends of the two white men did 
their utmost to persuade them not to at- 
tempt the journey at that time of the 
year; they were unused to hardships, had 
never roughed it, and were in no way 
inured to the cold and storms they had 
every reason to anticipate. The plead- 
ings were of no avail, and now, beyond 
all reasonable doubt, it is believed they 
have paid the penalty of their rashness 
with their lives. 

Since the last of January, Jackson has 
been heard from three times, indirectly, 
through parties who have passed him on 
their way out. In each instance but little 
news could be learned of the fate of 
Hodge and McNelis beyond that the party. 
had become separated at Lake Atlin and 
the Indians had proceeded on down the 
river. It was generally supposed the 
white men ¢ould not keep up with the 
Indians, and, becoming exhausted, they 
had dropped behind and were left to get 
on the best way they could themselves. 
The facts of the case, as told by Jackson, 
together with the principal incidents of 
the trip, are as follows: 

The party left Juneau on the 10th of 
December, having an outfit all told 
weighing between 800 and 900 pounds. 
A large canoe conveyed them to the 
Takou inlet, thence up the inlet almost 
to the mouth of theriver. The first camp 
was made at Sheep Creek, just below 
town, and the second at Bishop Point. 
Upon reaching the inlet the weather was 
very rough and the seas rolled so high 
as to almost swamp their canoe, The 
wind was fair, and stiff enough to send

them flying until their mast broke, after 
which paddles and oars were resorted to. 
As the upper end of the harbor was ap- 
proached vast quantities of huge ice floes 
were encountered, and in some places 
gorges that were almost impassable were 


formed, necessitating careful navigation. . 


Three miles below the cannery at the 
mouth of the Takou river the party be- 
came hemmed in and were compelled to 
camp there two weeks. Atthe expiration 
of that time the wind shifted and the ice 
blockade moved sufficiently to allow 
them to reach the fisheries, arriving there 
New Year’s Day. The following day it 
turned bitter cold again, and the wind 
was coming down the river with the force 
of a hurricane. Nothing daunted Jack- 
son so early in the trip, and he and the 
other two Indians set off up the river 
with their dogs, sleds, and outfits. They 
had proceeded less than a mile when the 
dogs began showing signs of succumbing 
to the terrible cold. The sled was quick- 
ly unloaded and the faithful brutes were 
unhitched and rolled up in blankets. 

Ahead of the party about half a mile 
was an island, heavily timbered, and to 
this point the dogs were hauled on the 
sled. One died before the timber was 
reached, but the others were soon thawed 
out after a roaring fire had been built. 
As soon as camp was made Albert, the 
half-breed, was left in charge, and Jack- 
son and the Chilkat Indian returned with 
the sled to get the discarded load. The 
wind was blowing with such force that 
the two men were compelled to cut a 
heavy stick sixteen feet long and prob- 
ably four inches in diameter, carrying it 
in their arms, one on either end, in order 
to give additional weight and be able to 
stand on their feet. 

Hodge and McNelis, who were sup- 
posed to have followed the Indians, had 
lagged behind, not daring to face the 
terrible storm then raging. After the 
departure of the Indians, however, they 
evidently became frightened at being 
left alone, and quickly made preparations 
to take the trail already broken by Jack- 
son. Hodge had several hundred pounds 
of newspapers which he was taking in- 
side to sell, and these, together with his 
~ entire camp outfit, excepting a frying 
pan, kettle, and coffee pot, and all his

surplus clothing, he threw away just 
above the mouth of the river. In the 
storm it was impossible to see ten feet 
ahead, and on account of it they missed 
the Indians’ camp, passing to the right of 
it. Jackson and his partner returned to 
their camp with the mail, and the former 
set out to find his lost companions. The 
snow and wind had all but obliterated 
their tracks, and it was with great diffi- 
culty their trail was traced at all. They 


were finally found in an exhausted con- __ 


dition in a slough which puts off from 


the river, into which they had aimlessly 
wandered. Hodge had one hand badly ~ 


frozen, and was almost helpless. Jackson 


thawed him out, made their camp for _ 


them, and told them they must keep with 
him, as he would not hunt them up 
again. 
but a comparatively short distance away, 
he found both his cheeks and both his 
wrists frozen. This was one of the most 
bitter days experienced. Two days were 
spent in camp on the island before the 
storm abated. On the third it became 
considerably warmer, and in the after- 
noon snowed very heavily, soon reaching 
a depth of three feet. The white men 
could do nothing at all on snowshoes, 
which left the breaking of the trails en- 
tirely to the Indians. 

The journey of sixty miles across the 
flat summit was one round of bitter hard- 
ships and terrible experiences. The ther- 
mometer fell as low as sixty-five degrees 
below zero, the cold notinfrequently being 
accompanied by a driving wind, which 
meant death to well nigh every living 
thing within its reach. The white men 
were utterly unable to travel with the 
Indians, and the frequent halts so often 
made necessary through exhaustion made 
progress very slow. Hvery man in the 
party was more or less frozen, Hodge and 
MecNelis suffering the most, not being 
provided with proper clothing to with- 
stand such terrible cold. As much of the 
travelling as possible was done: in the 
timber, but on the open places they were 
left at the mercy of the wind. After 
leaving the summit the party crossed 
Pike lake and proceeded down the pas- 
sage leading into Lake Atlin. At the 
upper end of this lake a party of six 
Takou Indians were found encamped, 


Upon returning to his own camp, _ 
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engaged in hunting and trapping. Being 
desirous of securing some new moccasins, 
the Indians stopped here a day while 
they were being made. Hodge and Mc- 
Nelis, realizing what an impediment they 
were to the Indians, resolved not to wait, 
but to keep on travelling and get as far 
along as they possibly could before the 
Indians overtook them again. The route 
down the lake was shown them, and they 
started off. The next morning the In- 
dians followed their trail until a point 
was reached where they should have 
turned off to get into Takish lake, and 
there it was seen the two men had gone 
astray. Jackson continued on the right 
trail, presuming that the white men, 
when they found they were wrong, would 
retrace their steps and then follow his 
tracks. Seventy miles below the first In- 
dian camp and about fifty miles above 
Takish lake another party of Takous 
were found encamped, they likewise be- 
ing engaged in hunting and trapping. 

On his way out, and while at Dyea, 
Jackson met one of the Indians with 
whom he camped at Atlin lake. He 
said that a week after the Jackson In- 
dians had left their camp, Hodge and 
McNelis had returned in an almost 
starved condition. They bought and 
traded for all the meat they could get, 
taking fresh, salted, smoked, or anything 
the Indians would dispose of. Upon 
leaving, they said they were going to 
Forty Mile and would follow Jackson’s 
tracks. Since then not a word has been 
heard from the unfortunatemen. If they 
succeeded in reaching the second camp 
of Indians and remained there during the 
hard weather, they are undoubtedly 
safe, but in the event of their getting off 
the trail and failing to reach that point 
there is not one chance in a million of 
their being alive. Knowing what he 
does of their being able to stand fatigue 
and shift for themselves, Jackson does 
not believe they ever reached the second 
party of Indians. 

During the trip down from Lake Atlin 
to the Takish houses, the dogs suffered a 
great deal, and at the lower end of Takou 
lake the last but one died. Jackson ex- 
pected to get some fresh supplies and also 
some dog food at the Takish houses, but 
found them unoccupied, not an Indian 
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being in sight. When this point was 
left their sole supply of provisions to feed 
three men during the balance of their 
journey, a distance of 570 miles, con- 
sisted of twenty-eight pounds of flour 
and about five or six pounds of beans. 

A very severe storm was encountered 
in crossing Mud lake, and the Chilkat 
Indian became so exhausted through fa- 
tigue and the cold that he was expected 
to die. On Lake Lebarge a camp was 
made on one of the islands. They were 
then reduced to a few spoonfuls of flour, 
and, having no dog feed either, their last 
sledge animal was shot to save him from 
starving to death. The carcass was care- 
fully skinned and the meat stowed away 
to be eaten when hunger compelled it. 
The next day the Cooper party was met 
en route to Juneau. They were travel- 
ling light, and would not give the fam- 
ished Indians a mouthful. Shortly after- 
ward the McDonald and McConnell party 
was met, and from them enough was 
gotten to carry them to Travellers’ Bar, 
where some miners were wintering. 
They were also short, but gave the Indi- 
ans twenty pounds of flour and a cup 
each of sugar and tea. A few days later 
the Bob Insley party was passed twenty- 
five miles above Pelles river. Jackson 
had but one meal left, and, upon explain- 
ing the situation, Bob opened his pack, 
and, with the generosity characteristic 
of the man, told them to take what 
they wanted. Harper’s Post was distant 
but a day’s travel, and it required but lit- 
tle to carry them there. At the station 
the following day plenty of supplies and 
a dog team were procured, and the rest of 
the trip to Forty Mile was made without 
incident. 

When it became known that Jackson 
had arrived with the mail, every man, 
woman, and child in the camp hurried 
to the trading post to receive news from 
the outside world, it being the first to 
arrive in six months. Miners were so 
elated at the intrepidity and courage 
shown in the Indians making the trip at 
that season of the year, that a hat was 
passed around in the store, and nuggets 
to the amount of $150 were quickly 
dropped into it. Forty Mile was reached 
March 22d, and after a rest of a week, 
Jackson started out on the return trip, 
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via the Chilkoot Pass. His nephew Al- 
bert and the Chilkat Indian were left at 
the post, being in too bad condition to 
attempt to return at once. Both were 
badly frozen at different times, and it is 
remarkable that they should now be 
alive. The return trip was made alone 
as far as Sixty Mile, a Stick Indian ac- 
companying him out from that point. 
One week was lost on the road through 
snow blindness, but they made the quick- 
est time on record—twenty-two days— 
from Forty Mile to Dyea. 

Jackson plainly shows the effects of his 
terrible experience. His face and hands 
are so brown as to be almost black. On 
each cheek is a discolored spot as large as 
a silver dollar, showing where the frost 
had penetrated deeply. His hands, and 
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particularly his wrists and each forearm, 
are likewise spotted. He will remain 
here a month or two taking a rest, and 
will then begin making preparations for 
another trip next winter. He will go 
over the same route as travelled last win- 
ter, but during this summer he will es- 
tablish stations between Takou harbor 
and the Takish houses, in each of which 
he will cache sufficient supplies to enable 
him to make the journey without having 
the dangers of starvation to overcome, as 
well as the intense cold and fearful 
storms. With the present made by the 
miners of Forty Mile, Jackson received 
$650 for taking the mail in, but he says 
it was worth $1,500, and it is doubtful if 
there is a white man who would attempt 
it for that sum.—Alaska News. 


MISSIONS IN EVERY SERMON. 


THE subject of missions makes up the 
great theme of the Gospel. It is the great 
centre from which all Gospel lines radi- 
ate and the focus to which all Gospel 
themes converge. Either directly or in- 
directly some one phase of this great sub- 
ject finds a place in every well construct- 
ed sermon. It is not the frequency of 
the presentation of missions that makes 
the subject dry and insipid to the hearer, 
but the manner in which itisdone. Too 
often the preacher drops into a hackneyed 
method of presenting only one phase of 
the subject, and his discourses become 
stale and uninteresting. It may be the 
money phase or some other phase. The 
wise preacher will carefully avoid this mo- 
notony by presenting in each sermon a 


different theme of the subject, or by hold- 
ing up the same theme in a new and 
sparkling light. 

The great mass of the people, which in- 
cludes all classes, never lose interest in 
the story of the ‘‘ Man of Calvary,” or in 
the Man Himself when properly present- 
ed by a soul in earnest; but he who 
speaks must be on fire if he would see the 
multitudes melt, yea, burn. When the 
preacher is aflame he may talk on money, 
salvation, or any other phase of God’s 
eternal missionary truth, and the people 
will hear, heed, and follow. Ina word, 
every sermon should bristle and burn 
with missionary fire; then the Kingdom 
of God will fully come.—Rev. Dr. E. B. 
Kephart. 


MISSIONARY INTELLIGENCE. 


ALASKA.—Camp Lake Lindeman, April 
26th, 1896.—I reached this place yester- 
day afternoon and pitched camp, intend- 
ing to spend to-day (Sunday) quietly and 
in the midst of some miners, who also are 
on their way to the Yukon. There are 
fifteen tents pitched in this place. I am 
holding services among them and making 
their acquaintance. We are in the midst 
of a deep cafion and one mile from Lake 
Lindeman. After a long wait I at last 
got away from Juneau. 

After a stormy passage on a tug-boat 


for 100 miles I reached Tyhee. From 
here to Tyhee cafion, eight miles, I had 
my baggage packed. There was a train 
of thirteen pack horses, carrying 250 
pounds of baggage each. As we neared 
the cafion the horses stampeded and 
scattered our baggage in all directions. 
Mine escaped without much mishap. Far- 
ther the horses could not go, so I tramped 
up the cafion for five miles until I came 
to Sheep Camp, which is at the foot of 
the Chilcoot pass. The cafion through 
which I passed was like a cleavage in the 
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mountains, and not more than fourteen 
feet wide, with perpendicular and over- 
hanging rocks many hundred feet high 
on each side, and beneath the snow and 
ice crust on which we walked there 
roared the rapid waters. At Sheep Camp 
I had to remain until we got a fine day 
for crossing the summit of the Chilcoot 
pass. Saturday was fairly good, with no 
wind, although snowing lightly. I was 
up at 5 A.M. and off at six with a small 
pack on my back and a strong stick in 
my hand. We began to climb the moun- 
tain side, which in places was very steep, 
for two miles and a half until we came 
to the foot of the summit. I looked up 
the sharp and steep ascent of 1,000 feet, 
covered with snow, which had an ugly 
crust. It had to be done, so up I climbed, 
now digging with my stick a sure foot- 
hold, then crossing the pass at right an- 
gles to avoid a ledge, where I had to cross 
my feet, which was a dangerous effort, 
for one miss and I should have shot down 
a thousand feet on the hard crust to the 
rocky cafion below; but I persevered, 
never stopping to look down and down 
that awful ascent until at last the top 
was reached. This is one of the greatest 
difficulties in the journey to the Yukon 
this way, and yet many men are taking 
it and even several women; but how 
these last have nerve enough to do it 
passes my comprehension. 

From the summit to this place was a 
matter of fourteen miles’ walk, which we 
accomplished easily. 

We have met with no mishap, except 
that a bag of provisions which we in- 
trusted to a packer has been lost. A 
storm caught the man on the summit 
and he had to leave it and fly for his life. 
The bag was blown away into a cafion, 
buried in snow, and will perhaps never 
be seen. 

I may be able to get some Indian, on 
his way to the coast, to take this letter 
out, so I hope you will get it.

The Bishop’s Work. —The St. Andrew’s 
Cross says: ‘‘To most people Alaska is a 
synonyme for a wilderness of perpetual 
snow and ice, inhabited by a few thou- 
sand scattered Esquimaux. Naturally 
they wonder why the Church should 
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send a Missionary Bishop to such a field. 
They forget that a large part of the terri- 
tory has a climate no more trying than 
the climate of New York. They over- 
look, too, the fact that the discovery of 
gold in large quantities is attracting 
thousands of men from the United States 
to the mines of the lower Yukon valley. 
Wherever men can go to set free the 
stored-up riches of the earth, there cer- 
tainly the Church may wisely send her 
apostles to proclaim the unsearchable 
riches of Christ. So Bishop Rowe has gone 
to the front. In a private letter written 
from Juneau in the extreme south, he says: 
‘I have at last reached my illimitable 
diocese. Our sail of nearly a thousand 
miles from Seattle was safely and pleas- 
antly made. The scenery all the way 
was grand, though rugged and sombre. 
There were 200 passengers on board, 
nearly all bound for the Yukon gold 
field. On Sunday we held an impres- 
sive service, which was attended by all 
who were able to get into the saloon of 
the boat. On reaching Juneau we saw 
hundreds of men thronging the docks. 
The rush to the Yukon this spring is 
marvellous. The little village is filled 
to overflowing. At the present writing, 
Mr. Beer and I occupy one small room 
and get something to eat at a cheap res- 
taurant. Our service is the only mis- 
sionary work so far given to the white 
population of Juneau. At Douglas island 
nothing has been done by any religious 
body but our own. Whether we can’ 
find an opportunity or be given an 
opening for erecting a chapel or hospital, 
remains to be seen. . . . Circle City 
already contains 1,500 people. No mis- 
sion is established there, as yet. It is the 
centre of miles and miles of the best min- 
ing country, and there the miners gather 
in the winter. Cook’s Inlet will swarm 
with men this year. It makes me sad to 
think that I cannot go there at once, as 
well as Circle City; but I cannot reach it 
until October, when I return from the 
Yukon and the Behring sea.’ The Bish- 
op is preparing for a six months’ trip. 
He has with him C. D. Emmons, a broth- 
erhood man, of St. Mark’s, Seattle, who 
will serve as his companion and helper.” 


Service of Farewell to Dr. Driggs.— 
An interesting and affecting service was 
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held in the Chapel of the Good Shepherd, 
Wilmington, Delaware, on May 5th, the 
occasion being the farewell benediction 
of Dr. John B. Driggs, who was about 
returning to his work at Point Hope, 
Alaska, where he has been laboring for 
the past five years. Representatives of 
the Brotherhood of St. Andrew, of which 
Dr. Driggs has lately become a member; 
of the Woman’s Auxiliary and the Junior 
Auxiliary, and of the parish in which 
Dr. Driggs’s home has been, as well asa 
large number of the clergy of the diocese 
more than filled the chapel. 

After the service Bishop Coleman stated 
the object of the meeting and introduced 
the Archdeacon of Wilmington, who 
spoke, and was followed by Mr. George M. 
Curtis, the president of the Wilmington 
assembly, who made an address as the 
representative of the Brotherhood of St. 
Andrew, and he was followed by the Rev. 
George W. Dame, rector of the parish in 
which Dr. Driggs is a communicant, who 
said that ‘‘while the restless energy of 
men was penetrating all the remotest 
wilds and waste places of the earth for 
gain it was a beautiful thought that some 
were found to go into these same places 
and endure the same hardships without 
hope of gain, except as they should gain 
a reward fromabove.” Mr. Dame praised 
the heroism which was willing to give it- 
self to an isolation that was simply in- 
conceivable by us, so that like St. Paul, 
one who gave himself in this way could 
say ‘‘I die daily.” 

An offering was made for the work in 
Alaska, and after a hymn, the Creed, 
and collects, the Bishop, while Dr. Driggs 
knelt at the chancel with deep emotion, 
pronounced over him the parting bless- 
ing, ‘‘Unto God’s gracious mercy and 
protection we commit thee, ete.” 

Early on the next morning the Bishop 
celebrated the Holy Communion in his 
private chapel, at which a number of the 
clergy and laity gathered for the last ser- 
vice with Dr. Driggs before he started 
upon his long journey to the Arctic sea. 


CoLoraDo.—The Rev. Francis Byrne, 
in making his report for the quarter end- 
ing with May 31st, writes: ‘‘I hereby 
forward my quarterly report of duties to 


date. With deep feelings of a grateful 
heart I have to thank and praise my 
Heavenly Father for sparing me in great 
mercy to this day, through sovereign 
grace, in the active discharge of my du- 
ties, having permitted me on the fourth 
of this month, with His blessing, to see 
the completion of my eighty-ninth year 
of age, and of the forty-sixth year of my 
ministry in the Church of God my Sav- 
iour. With the close of this month, I 
shall have been, thank God, twenty-nine 
years in active missionary service in Col- 
orado, having left Boston with Bishop 
Randall, of blessed memory, on May 
16th, 1867. After an eventful journey 
across the plains, in stage coaches, we ar- 
rived in Denver on the 29th of May, with 
grateful praise to God for our preserva- 
tion while exposed to danger, as the In- 
dians were on the warpath and seen by 
us in the distance. We received from the 
citizens of Denver a hearty welcome and 
a generous reception, with practical evi- 
dence of kindness and interest in the 
Master’s cause in the blessed work of the 
Church. The influence of Bishop Ran- 
dall for good in the spiritual welfare of 
souls, was a general expression of the 
people of Denver, and to this day his 
revered name is a household word of loy- 
ing memory among many families in 
Colorado.” 


lowa.—The Iowa Churchman, the offi- 
cial paper of the diocese, gives a sum- 
mary of the contributions of the diocese 
to General Missions for the last fiscal 
year as follows, and says: ‘‘Contribu- 
tions to the general missionary treasury 
September ist, 1894, to September 1st, 
1895, viz.: Congregations, 97; contrib- 
uting to Domestic Missions, 35; to For- 
eign Missions, 34; to one or both, 32. 
The amounts were, to Domestic Missions, 
$170.73; to Foreign Missions, $98.61; to 
General, $217.41; tospecial, $110.94: total, 
$726.96. This amount should be increased 
five-fold. There is hardly a self-support- 
ing parish in Iowa which has not been 
founded, nurtured for years, and finally 
helped to self-support by the willing ap- 
propriations of the general missionary 
treasury.

THE SECOND CONFERENCE OF THE CHINA MISSION. 


THE second conference of the China 
mission was opened on St. Matthias’s Day, 
February 24th, by the celebration of the 
Holy Eucharist in St. John’s Chapel, 
Shanghai. The service was taken by 
the Bishop, assisted by the Rev. F. L. H. 
Pott, and all the members of the mission 
who could attend were present. 

At 10 a.m. Morning Prayer was read 
by the Rev. F. L. H. Pott and the Rev. 
D. T. Huntington. 

At 10:30 the Bishop conducted a devo- 
tional meeting for the clergy, which was 
also attended by others of the mission- 
aries. There were two addresses bearing 
on the duties of the clerical life, and with 
_ time before and after for prayer and med- 
itation. 

The words chosen as the subject of 
these addresses are St. Paul’s words to 
Timothy (1. Tim. iv., 16): ‘‘Take heed 
unto thyself, and unto the doctrine; con- 
tinue in them; for in doing this. thou 
shalt both save thyself and them that 
hear thee.” 


DEVOTIONAL MEETING FOR THE MISSION. 


At 2 p.m. the members of the mission 
gathered in the chapel, and a meeting 
for prayer and devotion was conducted 
by the Bishop. .. . 


DEVOTIONAL MEETING AND CONFIR- 
MATION. 


At 8 P.M. a devotional meeting was con- 
ducted by the Rev. F. L. H. Pott in the 
chapel, after which a class of five was 
confirmed by Bishop Graves. Mr. Pott’s 
address was on St. Matt. iv., 8-11. 


TUESDAY, FEBRUARY 25TH. 
After Morning Prayer in St. John’s 


Chapel the business sessions were begun 
in St. Mary’s Hall. Bishop Graves pre- 
sided and Mr. F. C. Cooper acted as sec- 
retary. After stating the rules of order 
that would govern the proceedings of the 
conference the Bishop read an address 
summing up the work of the mission for 
the past two years. 

A paper on ‘‘The Needs of Medical 
Work and the Advisability of Medical 
Itinerancies” was then read by HE. M. 
Merrins, M.D. Dr. Merrins was very 
urgent for a greater activity in the use of 
evangelizing agencies. He held that we 
could do more religious work in the bos- 
pitals than we do, which is perfectly true, 
if we had the men to do the work and 
were not undermanned as at present. 
Dr. Merrins said: ‘‘The aim of our mis- 
sion is to establish a native Church in 
China which shall be self-supporting, 
self-propagating, and, though the time 
may be far distant, ultimately self-gov- 
erning. To accomplish this is the work 
of the clergy, but to assist them to reach 
the people, and as part of the work of the 
Church in caring for the physical and 
intellectual as well as the spiritual nature 
of man, we establish schools and hospi- 
tals. If, as the result of medical treat- 
ment, men and women are persuaded to 
listen favorably to the truths of Chris- 
tianity, if later they forsake heathenism 
and enter the Church, then medical work 
is a complete success; if it does not ac- 
complish this, no matter how effective it 
may be in other ways, considered simply 
as a part of Christian mission work, it 
does not reach the end desired.” 

The following passage, illustrating the 
peculiar difficulties of mission work in 
China, may also be interesting to our 
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readers: ‘‘ A serious question, particularly 
so in connection with our own Church- 
members, who naturally appeal to us 
more forcibly than others, concerns the 
reception into our hospitals of those suf- 
fering from incurable disease, and those 
who, without any home to which they 
can be taken and cared for, are in a dy- 
ing state. In America there are institu- 
tions specially founded to meet such 
cases, and even if there were none every 
mission or charity hospital would unhesi- 
tatingly receive them; but in China the 
question is not so easily settled. Here a 
physician has to be extremely careful of 
the reputation of his hospital, for if the 
mortality is great he loses the confidence 
of the Chinese, who are unable to dis- 
criminate between the various forms and 
degrees of disease, and readily give cre- 
dence to the most wild and improbable 
stories. Moreover, if a patient die in the 
hospital, his ghost is supposed to haunt 
the wards, so that not infrequently after 
the death of an inmate the remainder of 
the patients hurriedly leave the hospital. 
The repugnance to being in the same 
building with a dying person is so strong 
that even in private houses, one who is 
only an acquaintance is sometimes car- 
ried out and left to die on the street. 
I think the difficulty may be met by 
having in each station a small house 
or home, which should be a branch of 
the hospital, yet not on the same com- 
pound. Here the incurable and dying 
patients could be carefully tended, their 
sufferings relieved as far as possible, 
and their closing hours be cheered and 
sustained by the ministrations of the 
Church.” 

A very animated discussion then fol- 
lowed, and a committee, consisting of 
H. W. Boone, m.p., Rev. F. L. H. Pott 
and EK. M. Merrins, M.D., was appointed 
to report on the medical work, which re- 
turned a report later in the week with 
valuable suggestions. 


THURSDAY, FEBRUARY 27TH, 


The subject for the morning’s deliber- 
ations was work for women, and was 
introduced by a paper by Miss L. 
Crummer upon “The Training-school 
for Women: How Shall Workers Be 
‘frained and Utilized to the Best Advan- 
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tage?” The paper began by explaining 
that the ‘‘Church Training-school for 
Women” had grown out of a crying ne- 
cessity for some system in training na- 
tive women for work in the mission field, 
and for a school or home where the train- 
ing work can be done, so firmly estab- 
lished that some one shall always be in 
charge of the institution and doing that 
particular work. After stating that the 
class of Chinese women who can best do 
catechists’ and Bible-women’s work are 
the widows, owing to Chinese custom, 
the paper unfolded the various sides of 
the training that ought to be given, intel- 
lectual, devotional and practical. 

Two extracts will give our readers an 
idea of what use we intend to make of 
the women who are trained, both while 
in the house and after they leave it: 
‘‘And now the practical part presents it- 
self. While the intellectual instruction 
and the devotional side occupy prominent 
places, provision should be made for the 
practical training which should be car- 
ried along with the othertwo. The early 
morning hours could be given to the care 
of the house, each woman cheerfully 
taking up the part assigned her. Some 
hours each week could be given to teach- 
ing in the orphanage. Other hours 
might in turn be given to visiting the 
dispensary, from which eventually a 
class of women might be gathered for in- 
struction once a week. Visits to neigh- 
boring villages could be encouraged, 
and a friendly footing formed which 
might develop something in the time of 
instruction later. The women could be 
used by the rector of St. John’s for visit- 
ing the sick of his own congregation who 
live in the country. An instance of this 
kind has been brought to mind quite late- 
ly, when a woman under training could 
have been invaluable in rendering ser- 
vices to an aged woman whose sickness 
was prolonged overa period of months. 

‘‘And now we come to the utilizing of 
these women after they have had a full 
course of instruction. To my mind it 
seems the least of our trouble. They go 
forth not as independent workers, but to 
our mission schools and orphanages as 
matrons, to day-schools as teachers, or to 
assist in any kind of work a clergyman 
may have to do, such as visiting, in- 
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structing, comforting, and helping in 
sickness. In a thousand ways a Chinese 
woman can be helpful if she knows how 
to do it. Remember they will not go 
forth in processions, there will never be 
more of these women than can be utilized, 
if care is taken to select only good mate- 
rial,and when selected the weeding proc- 
ess is carried on. If we aim high, we 
can in time have a class of women in the 
Church in China to whom we can point 
with pride. It may not be in our day, 
but if started on the right basis, it will 
surely prosper. Then in the future, if it 
is the desire of the Bishop to get these 
women apart according to the canon of 
deaconesses, he will have an order of 
consecrated women of whom not only 
our mission will be proud, but the Church 
at large, on account of them, will feel 
that it is truly blest.” 

Discussion followed in which it was 
made plain that the women from the 
stations where mandarin is spoken could 
be also trained in the house, which will 
largely increase its usefulness. A com- 
mittee, consisting of the Rev. Y. K. Yen, 
Mrs. Pott and Miss Crummer, was ap- 
pointed by the Bishop and reported on 
the last day of the conference. 

In the afternoon the discussion was 
opened with a paper by the Rey. Y. K. 
Yen, on ‘‘The Reform of the Day-school 
System.” 

Mr. Yen stated that the object of day- 
schools is fourfold—‘‘ to spread Christian 
truth among the young, and through 
them among their elders; to give the 
children of converts a Christian educa- 
tion; to have a nucleus for a congrega- 
tion; and to impress upon the public the 
benevolent character of Christianity.” 
Under the second head Mr. Yen said: 
“The second object of giving a plain 
education to children of Christian par- 
ents is important. That they do avail 
themselves of these schools is seen in the 
fact that they are found in most of them, 
there being eight in the two schools of 
the Church of our Saviour. They do not 
go to private schools, some because they 
are unable to pay the fees, some because 
they do not want to worship Confucius.” 

After stating that because there were 
mainly poor children in the schools the 
attendance was irregular on account of 
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the children being required to help at 
home, or because the parents did not 
value education, Mr. Yen proposed to 
add English to the present course and try 
to attract a better class of pupils: ‘‘ With 
the facts before us, the reform, or rather 
the improvement, of the day-school sys- 
tem lies in the direction of getting social- 
ly better boys. With the materials we 
have at present, reform is impossible. 
It is not that Christianity should not be 
preached to the poor, but that it ought 
not to be withheld from the better 
classes. As it was remarked, nowadays 
in England the clergy pay so much at- 
tention to the working-classes that they 
almost forget the aristocracy and the 
upper people; so it is with the Christian 
work in China. It is true, the higher 
the people the harder to reach, but when 
they are reached, they become a force in 
the country which the humbler people 
could never expect to be. Now, we know, 
the better classes have a greater unwill- 
ingness to join in the Christian worship. 
Experience tells us, however, that they 
will pocket this prejudice if they could 
get some material benefit thereby. Clear- 
ly, the one material benefit coveted by 
all, at this time, is the English language. 
Let English then be added to the Chinese 
course, as in our boarding-institutions. 
Again, these same people are naturally 
too proud to receive charity; but, on the 
other hand, they are easily led to imagine 
themselves not in the circle of paupers if 
they only pay something. Let day- 
schools then charge a fee to meet the ob- 
jection. This fee is useful also for the 
purpose of reserving places for those 
whom we wish to reach, and it also 
lightens our expenses.” 

A very interesting discussion followed 
on Mr. Yen’s paper, and a committee 
was appointed to report on the question. 

At 8 P.M. there was a devotional meet- 
ing in St. John’s Chapel conducted by 
Archdeacon Thomson, who delivered an 
address on Acts i., 8: ‘‘ Ye shall receive 
power, after that the Holy Ghost is come 
upon you; and ye shall be witnesses unto 
me both in Jerusalem, and in all Judea, 
and in Samaria, and unto the uttermost 
part of the earth.” 

FRIDAY, FEBRUARY 28TH. 
At 9:30 the mission met in St. John’s 
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Chapel for Holy Communion, and then 
adjourned to St. Mary’s Hall as usual for 
the business sessions. 

Before the regular order of business 
Mr. Pott rose and said that it was very 
essential that there should be a bond of 
unity between the different branches of 
the Anglican Communion at work in 
China. We should thus be bringing on 
the day when we should have a Prayer 
Book, Hymnal, etc., used by all branches 
of the Church in China. Weshould also 
learn from our brethren of the other 
Church missions and know what they 
were accomplishing in their work. He 
would bring forward the following reso- 
lutions: 


Resolved : That this conference is heartily in fa- 
vor of steps being taken to bring about a closer 
union between the different branches of the An- 
glican Communion in China, looking forward to 
the eventual founding of a National Church. 

Resolved; That the conference suggests that each 
Bishop of the Anglican Communion in China ap- 
point two members of the mission over which he 
has charge, to meet together to act as an advisory 
body with them for the formation of some practical 
scheme of union. 


These resolutions being seconded were 
carried unanimously. 

The report of the committee on day- 
schools was then read. 

The paper for the morning was then 
read, ‘‘The Evangelistic Work,” by the 
Rey. J. A. Ingle. The writer had prepared 
a very able paper, which we only wish we 
could give in full. It covered the heads 
of the prospects of the work, the outlook 
as to self-support, and the relation of 
the evangelistic to the educational work. 

An important paragraph was one re- 
ferring to the catechists who are used in 
this work: ‘‘A very prominent portion 
of our workers is the assistants or cate- 
chists, who help the Deacons. To my 
mind it ought not to be necessary to have 
such men. The Deacons, it seems, ought 
to be able to look after their own people, 
and the people ought to have enough in- 
terest in their religion to need less look- 
ing after. But, try as I may, it seems 
impossible to dispense with them. Each 
Deacon wishes several, and says he can- 
not get on without them. And I see a 
great deal of reason in what they say. 
The Deacon’s duties keep him most of 
the time in or near the chapel, which is 
in his house. Daily prayers, Sunday 
services, week-day meetings for Chris- 
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tians and for catechumens, all must be 
held, while inquirers are likely to drop 
in at any time, either new-comers or 
neighbors who steal a little time from 
work and come for instruction. For 
these it is important that the Deacon 
should be almost always at home. Be- 
sides these duties, he has the day-schools 
to visit and instruct. But there are 
other things to be attended to. Those 
who wish to be baptized must be looked 
up in their homes, and their character, 
antecedents and habits inquired into. 
Many of them must be taught, letter by 
letter, through weary months of work, 
the Creed, Lord’s Prayer, and Command- 
ments. I remember one man over whom 
Deacon Huang and his assistants ago- 
nized for about eighteen months. I fi- 


nally baptized him because I was afraid | 


to reject such earnestness, though he 
knew almost nothing. Then the sick and 
poor must be cared for and, when neces- 
sary, helped out of the Church alms. Ir- 
regular attendants must be poked up; an 
eye kept on the whereabouts of our con- 
stantly moving flock; the rights of the 
honest and stupid ones protected, as far as 
possible, in cases of fraud and violence; 
while the blessed service of the peace- 
maker is often called for. When the 
congregation is large the Deacon can 
scarcely attend to all these things, and 
for these latter duties needs one or more 
assistants.” ... 

In the discussion that followed it be- 
came evident that the principal hin- 
drance to pushing on this very necessary 
side of the work at all points in the mis- 
sion was due to lack of men. The 
Bishop, in his remarks on the evangelis- 
tic work, said that the reason why that 
side of the work had been so little pushed 
on was that the mission had all along 
been undermanned. If he could place 
at least two men at Wuchang and keep 
two at Hankow the new-comers could be 
set free to do the evangelistic work. 

In pronouncing the adjournment of 
the conference, the Bishop thanked the 
members of the mission for the order and 
courtesy with which the debates had 
been conducted. 

In conclusion he spoke of the faithful- 
ness, love, and devotion of our predeces- 
sors im the mission, through whose 
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struggles we are permitted to occupy our 
present position. 

At 2 p.m. the mission met in the chapel 
for a final service before separating. The 
Bishop, after a few words, intended to 
recall the spiritual side of our work and 
the need of being each one faithful in 
that branch of the work with which he 
is intrusted, called on all to unite in re- 
peating the Nicene Creed as the confes- 
sion of our faith. The Gloria in Excelsis 
was then said together as an expression 
of thanksgiving, and the Lord’s Prayer 
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as Our common petition, and the meeting 
was closed with collects and the bene- 
diction. 

Those of us who were present at the 
first conference felt that, much as that 
had helped us, the present conference 
was even better. The subjects presented 
were more freely discussed, and a practi- 
cal agreement reached on most of them, 
while provision was made in all cases for 
carrying into action what had been found 
to be best for the work.—The Church in 
China. 


NOTES ON THE JAPAN MISSION. 


[From The Church in Japan.] 


THE prompt response to the appeal 

made by the Bishop for funds to erect 
buildings for the accommodation of the 
increased number of students in the Nara 
school was not more gratifying than the 
interest aroused by that appeal. 
The governor of the Nara ken is a man of 
progressive ideas and without prejudice 
against Christianity. In order to obtain 
the government’s license, a school must, 
at the outset, conform to certain pre- 
scribed rules, but whether the license be 
granted or not depends to a considerable 
extent on the attitude of the ken officials 
towards the school in question. The gov- 
ernor of the Nara ken and several promi- 
nent officials are friendly to the Nara 
school, and therefore the school, having 
complied with the government’s regula- 
tions, obtained without difficulty govern- 
ment recognition, but not as a Christian 
school. Christian teaching is not a part 
of the curriculum, nor does it receive 
even a quasi-approval. Christian teach- 
ing is given in the school, though not in 
school hours, and what is most impor- 
tant, the influence exerted throughout the 
school is Christian influence. 

Toourmind, the entire gain to be derived 
from the official recognition by the govern- 
ment of our mission schools consists in this: 
that a larger number of students is there- 
by brought within the influence of the 
Church, though that influence be only an 
indirect one. In the case of the Nara 
school, the results have already justified 
the experiment. We are assured by those 
in charge of the school that the number 
of students at present receiving Christian 


instruction is larger than the whole num- 
ber of students in the school under the 
old regime, and this in spite of the fact 
that these classes are now entirely volun- 
tary. 

Many members of the mission, our- 
selves among the number, have been 
doubtful of the expediency of obtaining 
the government’s license for mission 
schools; but, after careful inquiry, we 
are forced to the conclusion that the 
Nara school has justified its course by 
the results obtained, and we rejoice that 
the money is now in hand for erecting 
the buildings immediately needed, thus 
enabling the school not only to continue 
its usefulness but to extend it.—Hdv- 
torial. 


On the Second Sunday in Lent, March 
1st, Mr. Charles H. Evans was ordered 
Deacon in Trinity Cathedral, Tokyo. 
Archdeacon Page preached the sermon 
and presented the candidate. Mr. Evans 
is the St. Andrew’s Brotherhood mission- 
ary in Japan and has worked for nearly 
two years, with a good degree of success, 
in the school at Nara. Before coming to 
Japan, Mr. Evans was a student for a 
year at the Seabury Divinity-school, 
Faribault. On the afternoon of the same 
day, the Bishop confirmed a class of 
seven, presented by the Priest in charge 
of the English congregation of Trinity 
Cathedral. 


THE annual mission convocation was 
held in Tokyo from the 4th to the 6th of 
March. Holy Communion was cele- 
brated by the Bishop in the cathedral on 
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the morning of the 4th, and a very help- 
ful sermon was preached by the Rev. 
Arthur Lloyd. . . . 

The Bishop appointed the following 
Standing Committee for the ensuing 
year : Bishop Williams; the Rev. Messrs. 
Page, Tyng, Francis, and Lloyd; Dr. 
Laning, and Mr. J. McD. Gardiner. 

A BRANCH of the Woman’s Auxiliary 
was organized at Sendai on February 
26th, by the election of Miss Lovell as 
president, Mrs. Jefferys as treasurer, and 
Mrs. Obune as secretary. The member- 
ship is smallat present because only com- 
municants are included. Growth may 
be expected after the Bishop’s visit for 
confirmations. 


THE Bishop, accompanied by Mr. 
Gardiner of St. Paul’s College, paid a 
week’s visit in January to Kyoto. The 
plans and estimates for the new church 
building at Kyoto were the especial occa- 
sion of Mr. Gardiner’s visit. The plans 
for the new church seem admirable, and 
though only the tower, choir, and tran- 
septs will be built at this time, the 
church will be abundantly large for im- 
mediate needs. Since the return of the 
Bishop and Mr. Gardiner to Tokyo the 
estimates have been completed and the 
contract for the building has been given 
out. 


On the Feast of the Conversion of St. 
Paul took place the formal opening of 
St. Agnes’s School, Kyoto. As a matter 
of fact, the school began its work last 
April, and has been going quietly on 
with its usual routine ever since; but 
owing to the non-completion of the main 
hall and the generally disordered and 
unfinished state of the grounds, no pub- 
lic announcement of the school was made 
at the time in any formal way. It sim- 
ply began, using spare rooms in the dor- 
mitories for lecture and recitation-rooms. 
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Now the main hall has been com- 
pleted, and a truly handsome and sub- 
stantial building it is. The grounds, 
too, have been putin order. The house 
for the foreign ladies has been erected, 
and Miss Aldrich is on the spot, at work, 
in possession, and, we are glad to say, 
looking very well, and as if she had | 
regained even more than her usual | 
strength. 

The services were held in the large as- | 
sembly-room of the main hall. The | 
hard-wood floors, the lectern and prayer- 


desk and the carpet and the other ap- _ | 


pointments of the rostrum, were the gift © 
of a kind friend when visiting Kyoto. 
The arrangements for light, ventilation, _ 
and the seating of an audience, the 
ample dimensions, the height of the ceil- 
ings, the coloring of the walls, and the 
finish of all the wood-work left nothing 
to be desired; and the room can be very 
appropriately used, as it is intended so to | 
use it, for all the needful Church services | 
until the church building itself has been 
made ready for worship. 

The gathering of the Japanese on the 
occasion quite filled the assembly-room, 
and I was struck with the quality of the 
people assembled as evinced by their 
faces of refinement and _ intelligence. 
The chief officials of the city occupied 
places of honor. The governor had been 
invited; but as he rarely accepts such in- 
vitations, his absence, though regret- 
table, was not remarkable. If all present 
at the opening services could be won to 
a steady interest in the support and de- 
velopment of the school, it would have 
secured a truly valuable constituency. 
As it is, the school has made a favorable 
impression and a good beginning. On 
the day of the opening, January 25th, its 
pupils in attendance numbered forty- 
three; seven of them boarders.— Rev. H. 
D. Page.

A WORD FROM MISS MUIR. 

Miss Marion Muir, in a letter from 
Athens, dated April 12th last, writes : 
‘“‘As usual the school children had their 
Haster recitations on Tuesday in Holy 
Week in the presence of a goodly num- 
ber of parents and friends. We are en- 
joying a very quiet week in our little 
cottage, just enough removed to be out of 
the bustle of the modern celebration of 


the Olympic games in the stadium. We 
reopen the school on Wednesday, the 
15th. You must have felt the effects of 
the great pressure of the deficiency in the 
missionary treasury. The cloud, I trust, 
will soon pass. The sainted Rutherford 
says: ‘Think not much of a storm upon 
theship that Christ saileth in. No oneshall 
fall overboard ; but the crazed ship and sea- 
sick passengers shall come safe to land.’”’ 


CHINA. 


A LETTER FROM BISHOP GRAVES. 
SHANGHAI, April 24th, 1896. 

I Got back on Saturday from my visita- 
tion of the up-river stations. I arrived in 
Hankow on the morning of Easter Day, 
and crossed to Wuchang for the morning 
services. Unfortunately, the repairs on 
the church had not been entirely finished, 
so that we were obliged to worship in 
three separate buildings, as they have 
been doing all winter. The work was, 
however, completed before I returned and 
the furniture had been moved in. The 
church is greatly improved by the changes 
that have been made, and I think is 
guarded against another accident of the 
same kind. All the communicants were 
gathered at the morning service in the 
men’s class-room, and we had our Easter 
communion there while the rain poured 
outside. In the afternoon I confirmed 
two men, and four girls from the Bohlen 
School, so that, in spite of the rainy 
weather and the lack of a church, we 
had a pleasant Easter. 

On Saturday, the 11th, I advanced the 


Rev. D. T. Huntington to Priest’s Orders. 
The service was held in St. Paul’s, Han- 
kow, and was well attended by our 
Christians bothof Hankow and Wuchang. 
The service was of necessity partly in 
Chinese and partly in English. It wasa 
solemn time to us all, and I noticed par- 
ticularly the complete silence in the 
church at the time of silent prayer. A 
Chinese congregation is so hard to keep 
quiet that the stillness was the more 
noticeable. 

The Sunday after Easter, at the conces- 
sion church, St. John’s, I confirmed a 
class of four young ladies prepared by the 
Rev. Mr. Ingle, and in the afternoon, at 
St. Paul’s, confirmed twenty men and 
women presented by Mr. Ingle, who are 
the fruits of the work in the various 
chapels in Hankow. I noticed particu- 
larly that the responses were made more 
clearly and the service was entered into 
more heartily than I have ever known 
before, which shows that Mr. Ingle and 
his Deacons have been increasingly care- 
ful in their preparation of the candidates. 
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Owing to the duties of mission treas- 
urer having fallen upon me since Mr. 
Smalley’s departure, I was unable to go 
on to Ichang and Sha-sze, and left Han- 
kow for down the river on the 13th. On 
the 14th I landed at Nganking, and spent 
the next day there. I baptized one man 
and confirmed another, a Christian of 
the Hankow church, who has moved to 
Nganking and has already brought two 
men in by his own exertions. 

I was in Wuhu on the 16th, and held 
service there, celebrating the Holy Com- 
munion. There were twenty-eight at the 
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service, of whom seven were communi- 
cants. The Rev. Mr. Hwang is working 
well there; but he feels very much the 
way in which the place has been left all 
these years without any resident foreign 


missionary. I sincerely wishthatI hada | 


man to send there. We went together to 
Lu-Kang, and I expected to baptize four 
persons there; but they had not prepared 
for our coming and some were absent, so 
the baptisms were deferred for a month 
or So.

A TRUE FOLLOWER OF CHRIST. 

THE Rev. J. C. Ambler contributes to 
the Church in Japan the following inci- 
dent: ‘‘ We held a meeting in one of our 
churches in a country town to welcomea 
Christian brother who had just returned 
from the war in connection with the oc- 
cupation of the island of Formosa by Ja- 
pan. This man went first under orders 
to China and next was assigned to duty 
with the imperial guard and traversed 
with them the island of Formosa from 
end to end, returning among the last to 
his native land. When called upon to 
give an account of his adventures, his 
words were, in substance, as follows: ‘It 
is well known to all of you that I did 
not serve during the late war as a soldier 
in the line, but only as a hostler. I re- 
ceived a hasty summons when my orders 
came last March, and, having only six 
hours for preparation, I was unable to 
say some parting words to my Christian 
brethren.’ Then, after naming the places 
he had visited, he said: ‘At one place 
where many were dying of cholera, I 
thought that I, too, might fall a victim 
to the plague and at the time I took pe- 


culiar comfort in onethought. Near our 
camp there was a graveyard in which 
both Americans and English were buried, - 
and the graves were marked by crosses. 
I often felt the separation from friends at 
atime so fearful, but considered that I 
could, at least, lie among companions if 
I could only be buried near those graves 
with the crosses over them and I had re- 
solved to make this my dying request.’ 
He continued: ‘I brought back one token 
from the war, which was a Gospel of St. 
Luke in Chinese characters, which had 
been dropped by one of the enemy as they 
were retreating before us. I picked this 
up upon a mountain path in Formosa. It 
was discovered that I was a Christian, 
and I was heard singing a Christian 
hymn, for which they attempted to per- 
secute me, but, asI did not resent their 
rough language, they let me alone.’ Fi- 
nally he told how God had ‘delivered 
him out of all his troubles,’ and, as he 
spoke words of gratitude from a heart full 
of tender memories, one could not have 
doubted his faith, nor have failed to see 
in this humble man a true follower of 
Jesus Christ.”

adopted the custom of noonday prayer upon suggestion from the American Church, 
and in their report said: ‘‘The conference is now among the things of the past. Is it 
too much to hope that at least one permanent memorial of it may remain amongst us, | 
and that from many of our churches the noontide bell may call us, in the field, the 
workshop, or the mart, to lift our hearts, at any rate for a moment, in prayer for all 
missions of the Church of Christ?” The House of Bishops in Minneapolis adopted 
the observance, and it may now be considered an established custom commended by 
the highest authority.

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A REPRESENTATIVE -FUNERAL. 


Miss SopHia COOKE, a missionary of 
the Church of England for many years 
at Singapore, was recently called to her 
rest from herinfluential and much blessed 
labors. Her funeral was attended with 
almost regal honors. The girls of her 
well known school, with their mothers, 
fathers, grandparents, and other rela- 
tions, and Chinese Christians of the vari- 
ous missions in Singapore, followed the 
bier, while nearly every member of the 
missionary community was present. Chi- 
nese preachers carried her coffin down 
stairs, and European policemen bore it 
to the grave, while sailors from an Eng- 
lish steamer were present to represent the 
many thousands to whom Miss Cooke’s 
name is a household word. 

A great influence was exerted by her 
large school, where the constant aim of 
the devoted leader was to bring all her 
pupils to a saving knowledge of Christ. 
Many of them were led out into a broad 
Christian experience and are now the 
centres of Christian homes and Christ- 
like work. Miss Cooke also had a very 
great influence upon the British soldiers 
stationed at Singapore and the many 
sailors from all lands who stopped at 
that cosmopolitan port. For years she 
conducted a soldiers’ Bible-class at her 
home, and she was the originator of the 
Sailors’ Rest. 


A REMARKABLE CHANGE. 


THE Rey. Dr. M. L. Taft writes from 
Pekin, China: ‘‘ Very startling are the 
changes that are taking place in Pekin. 
During the present semester a grandson 
of the private tutor of the previous em- 
peror, a nephew of the private tutor of 
the ruling emperor, a son of the newly 
appointed railroad commissioner, three 
Japanese students, and fourteen literati 
have been matriculated in Pekin univer- 
sity. These literati not only include 
graduates possessing the three regular 
governmental degrees mentioned above, 
but also the still higher rank of han lin, 
or Forest of Pencils, a kind of imperial 
academy, whose examinations are super- 
vised by the emperor himself. Here are 
culled the choicest flowers of the flowery 
kingdom. Here is represented the ripest 
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scholarship of the Chinese Empire. It 
seems scarcely less than a miracle that 
these previously bitter opponents of 
Christianity should to-day be diligently 
studying in a Christian institution.” 


MORMONISM VIGOROUS. 


WRITING concerning the state of things 
in Utah, General John Eaton, formerly 
United States Commissioner of Educa- 
tion, says: ‘‘Mormonism is by no means 
dead. Instead of relying, as formerly, _ 
upon the ignorance of its adherents, it is ~ 
making attempts to maintain itself by 
educating believers in its abominations. 
Polygamy is less practised; but Mormon- 
ism is vigorous, attempting to establish a 
secret ecclesiastical organization man- . 
aged by a few, appealing to the religious 
sentiment in the use of a few Christian 
principles, mixed up with the most cor- 
rupting and fatal notions, to be modified 
by the capricious so-called revelations of 
the leaders to accomplish their personal 
ends.” 


THE WOMEN OF ARMENIA. 
A youn@ Armenian lady, residing in 

Vienna, in a recent letter gave an inter- 
esting picture of the life of Armenian 
women. She said: ‘‘The products of 
industry which have made the country 
famous—silks and wools, carpets and 
embroideries—are all made by women in 
Armenia, from the treatment of the raw 
material and the designs to the final proc- 
esses of manufacture. No male Arme- 
nian claims to have any part in this 
work, nor does he dream of looking down 
upon woman as an inferior being. There 
is not a single proverb in all the dialects 
of the country that ridicules woman, 
though there are innumerable ones in her 
praise. Armenians say: ‘Let women 
learn all they can—they will be so much 
more useful, and we will marry them all 
the more willingly.’ Dr. Beglarion men- 
tioned that women were now to be ad- 
mitted to the St. Petersburg university, 
and promised herself great results from 
this liberal concession, as hundreds of 
families, whose girls had passed through 
the grammar schools and seminaries in 
Tiflis, declared they should send them to 
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study medicine, and so obtain relief from 
the terrible dearth of doctors in Ar- 
_menia.” 


VISITING AND CONFIRMING 
EEPERS, 


THE Right Rev. Dr. Burdon, Bishop of 
Hong Kong, has recently visited Pakhoi, 
China, where he spent a happy month, 
visiting the hospitals daily. Of the lepers, 
Sixty or more in number, he writes: 
i The lepers were to me a specially inter- 
esting class. Many of their faces light- 
ened up with intelligence from time to 
time, as they seemed to take in some of 
the teachings given. I concluded my 
lesson generally by asking three or four 
of the brightest of the lads to rise while I 

examined them in a book I had given 
them on my previous visit, on the evi- 
dences of Christianity. The book was 
rather beyond them, but they were able 
to answer some of the questions I asked, 
and the rest of the lepers were always 
greatly interested in this part of the pro- 
ceedings. I confirmed seven lepers and 
two non-lepers the day before I left Pak- 
hoi for Hong Kong.” 


FRAGMENTS. 


——lIt is stated that the first building 
for Christian use ever erected in Tokyo, 
Japan, is only twenty-five years old; and 
now there are ninety-two churches and 
chapels in that city. 


—The latest year book of the Church 
of England shows that for one pound 
which goes abroad, for work among the 
colonists as well as among the heathen, 
twenty pounds are spent at home. 


—In Great Britain and Ireland there 
are twelve women’s missionary societies, 
supporting 770 female workers in Foreign 
fields, thirty-eight of these being medical 
workers. These societies reach twenty 
different countries, employ 2,000 native 
workers, and have over 60,000 girls and 
women in their schools. 

—Some of the noticeable changes 
that have come about in China since the 
war with Japan are the doubling of real- 
estate values; a number of cotton mills 
have also been started, and there is pros- 
pect of a railroad being built from Shang- 
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hai to Soochow. A number of officials 
of the wealthier classes are also continu- 
ing to move into the capital of Shanghai. 
As regards the mission work, the Central 
China mission finds the demand for a 
better literature so urgent that the mis- 
sion press plant is being enlarged and ad- 
joining property purchased. Twelve 
millions of pages of Christian literature 
above that of last year were put out dur- 
ing the past twelve months. 


—In the mountainous regions of cen- 
tral and south-western China there are a 
number of aboriginal tribes that until 
now have been almost totally neglected 
by the Christian Church. They retain 
their own languages, but a few of the 
people of each tribe know enough of the 
Chinese for trade purposes. Writing in 
China’s Millions, J. A. Anderson, M.D., 
of Ta-li, says that the Min-kia, one of 
these tribes in the Yunnan province, 
number half a million. Theyare a quiet, 
peace-loving people, and, like the other 
tribes, are looked down upon by the proud 
Chinese. Hundreds of them came for 
medical treatment; and as we told them 
of Jesus through their interpreter, they 
entreated us to come and learn their lan- 
guage that we might tell them more of 
the Saviour.” 


—Of the Indian women who live in 
the settlements of the Hudson Bay Com- | 
pany, in northern Canada, Mr. Casper 
W. Whitney writes thus in Harper’s 
Magazine: ‘‘They sleep and dance and 
smoke, but their sleeping comes as a 
well-earned respite after the day’s toil; 
their dancing has the outward appearance 
of a sacrifice, to which they are silently 
resigned; and smoking is an accompani- 
ment to work rather than a diversion in 
itself, The woman isthe country drudge. 
Her work is never finished. She chops 
the firewood, dries the fish and meat, 
snares rabbits, and carries her catch into 
the post on her back; makes and em- 
broiders with beads the mittens, mocca- 
sons, and leggings; yields the lion’s 
share of the scanty larder to her husband 
when he isat home luxuriating in smoke 
and sleep, and when he isaway, gives her 
children her tiny pret (allowance) of 
fish, and goes hungry without a mur- 
mur.”

SPRING MEETINGS IN THE’ BRANCHES OF THE AUXILIARY. 


Ir is pleasant to hear from various branches of the Auxiliary, of increased 
interest shown at their annual meetings; also, that immediately upon his return 
from his consecration in Detroit, the Bishop of Marquette organized a branch 
in that new diocese. The secretary of the Arkansas Branch writes that a presi- 
dent was elected there, and a diocesan constitution adopted.

At 
its close an election of officers washeld. . . . Of course, we cannot do much this 
spring, but I want to call one meeting of all the branches before the month closes 
and we separate for the summer. I would like to see how much we can accomplish 
in Western Texas this next Auxiliary year. 

From North Carolina we hear: 

The meeting of the North Carolina Branch was full of interest, and really more 
satisfactory in character than any ever before held. 

The president of the Quincy Branch reports a pleasant and profitable 
meeting, held in the chapter room of the cathedral on the afternoon of Tues- 
day, May 19th, and on that evening the Rey. Dr. Rudd spoke for the Auxiliary 
at the general missionary meeting. The members met for the Celebration in 
the cathedral at seven o’clock, next morning. After Morning Prayer at nine, 
they again assembled, when Dean Moore spoke to them upon the work of the 
Auxiliary, the Rev. V. H. Webb upon the United Offering, and the Rey. R. F. 
Sweet upon Quiet Days. ‘‘Our women,” the president adds, ‘“‘are now anx- 
ious for such days.” Also, ‘‘ thus ended our meeting, a harmonious and inter- 
esting one. We hope to meet once a year in each deanery. Our women are be- 
coming interested in something beside sewing.” 

A Central New York officer writes from Auburn: 


The annual meeting of the Woman’s Auxiliary of this diocese was held here 


last week. We had a good time, and are filled with enthusiasm and good inten- 
tions.

The Honorary Secretary has lately returned from a series of visits in North 
Carolina and Georgia, South and Kast Carolina, Southern Virginia and Virginia, 
and the Secretary has visited Albany and Rhode Island. Everywhere at such 
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meetings interest is shown, and yet we would see a keener and more general ap- 
preciation of the fact that the Auxiliary is primarily auxiliary to the Board of 
Missions. In view of this fact, we would add our appeal to that sent out by the 
Board of Managers, that each member of the Auxiliary give not only her sym- 
pathy and her prayers, but a special gift for General Missions also, thus sharing 
in the effort which the whole Church is called upon to make, to relieve the great 
and pressing need of these summer months. 


A SUGGESTION FROM MAINE. 


THE president of the Maine Branch writes to us: 

In fulfilment of a promise made some time since, I send the following brief ac- 
count of the method pursued in our parish branch of the Woman’s Auxiliary for 
taking THE SpIRIT oF Missions. Our plan wasa simple one, and could be made to 
cover all that is now offered in the general publications of the Junior Auxiliary as 
well as the Woman’s Auxiliary. It was this: Asa society, we subscribed for THE 
SPIRIT OF Missions. When the numbers came, a slip was pasted on the back of 
each, with the names of those who wished to read it and also the time the 
magazine could be retained. 

Each woman sent to the one whose name preceded her own for the magazine, 
and the last one on the list returned it to me. By the time it had gone the round 
of readers, the copy was worn nearly threadbare. That we gave up the club (if it 
could be called such), was only because so many took THE SPIRIT oF Missions it 
was no longer necessary to circulate it in that way. New members coming in may 
make it best to begin again, and also to add the publications of the ‘‘ J.A.P.C.” 

There can be no doubt that many are deterred from taking these valuable 
pamphlets for lack of funds, others are ignorant of their existence, and others are 
indifferent; but to make it possible for the first class to have such reading, the plan 
we followed is sure to succeed. For the second class, too, it is likely to be a good 
one, as it brings to their notice that of which they knew nothing before. The third 
class may be roused from their indifference if these subjects are brought directly 
before them without the need of personal effort on their part; and, in any case, no 
harm is done by so presenting it. 

I shall be pleased to think that this short sketch may be of service somewhere. 


A HOUSEHOLD BRANCH OF THE JUNIOR AUXILIARY. 
Mrs. Twine writes from Charleston, after a meeting in behalf of the Jun- 
ior department: 

A young mother came and thanked me for what I had said mothers could do, 
and told me that, though she had thought she was of no use in the Auxiliary, she 
read THE SPIRIT OF Missions aloud every Sunday afternoon to her seven children, 
the oldest thirteen and the youngest but one four, and they were interested in every 
word, even to the Proceedings of the Board of Managers, which she never omitted. 


THE MASSACHUSETTS ALTAR SOCIETY. 
A Paper prepared by its President, Miss C. V. Parker, of Boston. 
ITS PRACTICAL WORKING. 
Tux Massachusetts Altar Society was the first diocesan society of the kind, 
although now several others have taken up the work. We began in Massachusetts 
in a yery quiet way, eleven years ago, responding to a need felt by one branch of 
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the Auxiliary. They found that often the parish societies thought it was impossi- 
ble for them to furnish vestments of any kind, although very much needed in 
many mission stations ; and this need did not appeal to the sympathies of those 
who would willingly devote themselves to clothing a family. The vestments, 
however, were necessary for the decent rendering of Divine worship, and simple 
hangings were desirable in many places, to relieve the bareness, if not to 
cover up the deficiencies, in mission churches. 

The society consists of members who are either workers or subscribers. 
These are found in the different parishes throughout the diocese ; sometimes 
working separately, sometimes a number together forming a branch society; 
and in some parishes the sewing societies promise to help us occasionally. All 
the work is cut and basted by the managers in charge of the several depart- 
ments, sent out by them, and returned to them for inspection before being sent 
to its destination. 

Beginning with one officer and two workers, we have grown into a band of 
150 workers and forty subscribers. It takes ten ladies to prepare and send 
out the work, to keep the accounts, and attend to the correspondence. 

As vestments cannot be provided without money, and the subscription of 
fifty cents each from our small list of subscribers gave usa very limited amount, 
we decided to take orders for vestments, as a means of keeping our treasury 
full. This plan has been successful; we have had many orders from even dis- 
tant parts of the United States. 

We supply all kinds of church vestments, or any article of church furni- 
ture, at moderate prices, and all our profits are used to support our mission 
work. We have an embroidery class that is always ready to receive orders ; we 
keep all kinds of materials, and are prepared to supply designs and materials to 
those who wish to do such work themselves. In fact, we try to keep ourselves 
in readiness to help the clergy and laity in any way we can to procure such ar- 
ticles as have become, by long usage, necessary to Divine worship ; gladly giving 
our help when the parish is poor and struggling, and always anxious to interest 
in our work those who can pay for such things, that we may have means to 
give to those who need but cannot pay for them. 

This is a brief sketch of our work, which is really a business carried on for 
the benefit of missions ; and now I would like to urge other branches to take 
up a like work, for the need is great, and we have already been obliged to look 
for help outside our own diocese to meet the demands which are constantly 
coming to us. From the first we have sent our gifts to the Foreign as well as 
to the missionary field throughout our own land. Are there not some among 
the Junior Auxiliary who would like to do such work, if it were prepared for 
them, employing in God’s service and to beautify His house some skill in 
needlework hitherto used only for themselves, their friends, or their own 
homes? 

The work varies, from making a cassock to hemming a small piece of linen; 
if carefully prepared, with such directions as. we have usually given, anyone 
can do it. 


We who read the letters telling of the need of these things, and the cheer 
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they give to those working in missions far away from all the surroundings that 
make our churches beautiful to us, beg of you not to let the work languish 
for want of a few hours’ sewing, but to take a personal interest in starting such 
societies in your own diocese. I have been told by at least one clergyman 
that his surplice was in such a condition that he expected it to drop off while he 
was preaching, and that it was beyond laundering ; again, there are many missions 
where household linen is used for the altar and ordinary plates and goblets for 
administering the Holy Communion. One set of altar linen, sent a few years 
ago to a western mission, caused so much interest and pleasure that every one 
in the parish came to see it the day it arrived, although it was a rainy day, they 
all felt so much joy in receiving it. In many letters I have been told that our 
gift brought a realizing sense of the communion of saints. What more could 
one wish to inspire one! 
ITS SPIRITUAL SIDE. 

No thoughtful person can give time and skill to such work without being 
reminded of the use and the meaning of it all, and in this, it seems to me, can be 
found much that will be of use to the members of the Junior Auxiliary. How 
many girls, and even older women, go to church Sunday after Sunday, and give 
no thought to what these things mean, many even thinking thenf of no account ! 
And yet there is a meaning in each ceremonial, and teaching to be found in the 
use of each vestment; and if you are ever interested in making them, you will 
find the knowledge grow, until you wonder that you ever thought them be- 
neath your notice. 

The object of all such work is the glory of God. Is not that a high ideal 
to put before any girl? Through all this work must run the same loving thought 
that prompted the breaking of the box of precious ointment at the Lord’s feet 
and the bringing of sweet spices to anoint Him after the crucifixion, and con- 
stantly will the worker be reminded of His life, His teaching and His death. » 
The fair linen, of which so many things are made, will remind her of the 
purity that all Christ’s followers should have, and of the spotless garments of 
the redeemed in Heaven. If she marks out designs or embroiders them, she 
will find in the five crosses on a fair linen cloth the number of the wounds of her 
crucified Lord ; in the seven ornaments on the altar-cloth the number of the 
churches spoken of in Revelation; the rose, as she works it, is to her the Rose 
of Sharon; the lily must always bring to her mind the thought of the pure and 
lowly maiden, the Mother of our Lord. She will find the symbols of Christ’s 
Passion in cross and nails and crown of thorns. Can all these fail to teach her 
something ? Will they not elevate her mind more than using the same talents 
for the beauty of her own home or for a church bazaar? Will not the work 
teach her to give the best that she has to the Lord’s service ? 

I am sure that the God who planned the decorations for the tabernacle 
with so much precision, who inspired His servants to weave and embroider with 
cunning workmanship each curtain for its use, each vestment for Aaron and his 
sons, who filled the hearts of men and women with such willing service at that 
time for the beautifying of His sanctuary, will also fill the heart and mind of 
every one who engages in this work with a larger knowledge of the beauty of

holiness that becometh His house forever, until, like them who brought their 
gifts for the tabernacle, they will want to give even more than is asked of them, | 
and will learn to see in all the work the patterns of heavenly things, and thereby 
come to realize the beauty of the worship in Heaven taught us in the symboli- 
cal language of the Revelation given to us through St. John the Divine. 


WEST AFRICA. 


FROM AN AFRICAN 


THE accompanying letter, recently re- 
ceived from a young African prince who 
has visited in this country, is given in this 
number of THE SPIRIT OF MISSIONS to 
show to the friends of Cape Mount the 
value of the work being done there, and 
what young Besolow considers its pres- 
ent needs: 

‘*Permit me to say that I feelitmy duty 
to give our American friends some intel- 
ligence that will enlighten them on the 
great work the Church is doing here at 
Cape Mount, among my people. We 
trust the following remarks will en- 
courage them in the grand undertak- 
ing. 

‘* When I was in America I did not re- 
alize the great work that was being done 
through the Church among the Vei peo- 
ple. Since my arrival at Cape Mount, I 
have been happily surprised to know 
what has been the accomplishment of the 
Church and the progress made by the 
Vei people through the unique agency of 
the Church. May I say right here that 
St. John’s Mission is the only work 
among them? Further, the Vei is pre- 
eminently the best specimen of the Afri- 
can races, which fact is acknowledged 
by all students in the field of ethnology ; 
therefore we feel that the Church is hon- 
ored above all others in Africa. 

‘*T find the harvest is white, but the la- 
borers are few; therefore let us pray the 
Lord of the harvest that He may send 
laborers in His vineyard. Our dear vet- 
eran missionary removed from us in so 
needful an hour by the hands of death; 
hundreds of children crying aloud for 
the Bread of Life, and no one can be 
found to break it to them. We feel confi- 
dent that if'a white clergyman, imbued 
with the true spirit of Christ, were to come 
among us, he would not regret the noble 
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undertaking, finding, as he would, hun- 
dreds of young men eager to be brought 
into the fold. 

‘True progress in any avenue of life is 
an encouragement and inspiration to 
those who are interested in humanity 
and the advancements of mankind. Such 
is our happy experience at the present. 
We have had in Cape Mount many con- 
secrated men and women, whose praise 
we should never fail to make men- 
tion of, but none have accomplished so 
much in so short a period of time as our 
present missionaries, Dr. Walrath and 
Miss Woodruff. We look upon Dr. 
Walrath as the soldier missionary, 
for she is brave and energetic. She 
came here a year ago last October; with- 
out respite, she began to erect the new 
building, a building no ordinary man 
would undertake, a structure the likeness 
of which is not to be found as far as the 
Congo, and an English captain says its 
equal is not to be found for many thou- 
sand miles along the coast. Why do we 
call the building remarkable further ? 
Because the brightest and the ablest men 
in Liberia told Dr. Walrath that such a 
house could not be built, since we have 
a very little skilled labor in Liberia. 
She commenced with real American tact, 
carrying it through difficulties which 
would really bewilder an ordinary man- 
ager of such a work. But her ability to 
plan, devise, and foresee showed itself in 
every emergency; complex cases were 
managed with ease, until the death of 
dear Mrs. Brierley. Then the fever 
seized her, which would overcome any 
ordinary human energy. During the 
weeks of Dr. Walrath’s illness, I under- 
took to do some of her work, and found 
myself baffled. When she had recovered 
from the fever, she resumed the work. 
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We were happily disappointed to see her 
recover, and regain her health under such 
abnormal circumstances. Our mission- 
aries are not easily discouraged or 
daunted at apparent difficulty. Since 
recovery she has been ubiquitous. 

“When Miss Woodruff arrived it was 
our most needed hour for a worker. 
Since her arrival she has relieved the sta- 
tion of many burdens; she is truly conse- 
crated to the work, and we need many 
more such. We hope that our friends will 
allow Miss Woodruff to remain with us, 
for her removal would be a sad disap- 
pointment to us all. 

“Dr. Walrath’s lifeamong us is the like- 
ness of Mrs. Irvin among the young peo- 
ple in New York City. The article in the 
Churchman a few weeks ago could be 
made applicable to the doctor very easily, 
with a few changes, for she is the super- 
intendent, manager of the building, phys- 
ician, farmer; in fact, she is a wonder to 
the natives and many of us. 

‘*But why should I write so elaborately 
on this point ? Because we have a forebod- 
ing that she will work until she may slip 
off, overworked, overcome. What then 
will we do? What will the 150 children 
do? Therefore we beg sincerely of the 
Church that she may feel still her great 
obligation, and send us a clergyman im- 
bued with Divine love. 
~ “ At all events, we are willing to do all 
in our power to help the station. 

““We thank the American friends again 
that the missionaries have a home. The 
newcomers need not fear the climate 
with such surroundings as they will 
have. 

‘‘The station is in good order as far-as 
administration is concerned, for the doc- 
tor has unusual executive ability, which 
is admitted by the people at large. A 
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mistake would be madeif any incompetent 
person should be sent out. 

‘“The friends in America and the lovers 
of Africa, with the Church, should thank 
God that she is so ably represented in 
Africa. Although much has been done, 
yet much remains. The boys, girls, and 
children are looking with much pleasure 
at the new building, and, ro doubt, ask, 
Are we to have a new house? Will our 
kind American friends remember us as 
they have our white teachers and mis- 
sionaries ? 

“These questions are not mere desire for 
new things, as young people, but facts 
underlie them; for instance, St. George’s 
Hall has truly served its time, and de- 
serves attention, for in its walls so many 
godly lessons have been given by the 
lamented Mrs. Brierley to the children. 
The boys’ apartment needs attention 
also, for the .boys all sleep in one large 
room, which you know is contrary to 
good health, especially in a tropical cli- 
mate. The well, the sick, all huddled 
together; therefore, I believe the preven- 
tion is better than the remedy. 

‘“We Africans are willing to show you 
that we are in sympathy with the Church 
not by words only but by labor and sac- 
rifice. Our American friends have done 
much for us in this dark continent, but 
we hope for the days when the work will 
be self-supporting. To-day the American 
Churchman is the Paul and we are the 
sons of Macedonia, crying aloud to the 
Churchman to come over and help us. 

‘Tn conclusion, we thank the American 
Church for the light of the Gospel, we 
thank the philanthropist and humanita- 
rian for the elevation of our people.

EXPLANATION OF THE SCHOLARSHIP PLAN. : 

Ir was formerly the custom with many Sunday-schools and individuals wishing to do a definite thing in 
the Foreign field, and to do it all, to contribute annually for the support of a per ees child in Africa, or in 
China. In frequent cases such child was given a name by the contributor. This plan, excellent in theory, 
was found to work very badly in so many instances thatit was finally determined to discourage all such con- 
tributions. The boys and girls in our Missions, like boys and girls in Christian lands, sometimes in after life 
failed to honor their names. And, again, scholars would be recalled by parents from the schools, and then 
be entirely lost sight of, to the distress of those who had done so much for theirspiritual enlightenment. It 
was for these reasons that the Scholarship plan was adopted; under which it is only agreed that a pupil 
shall be sustained by each scholarship, and that a brief account of the pupil for the time being shall be sent 
to the supporter annually. The same pupil is retained as long as may be. ee 

For all its Boarding-schools the Board makes definite appropriations annually. An appropriation of 
a given number of dollars implies the support and eduéation of a given number of pupils. It was, there- 
fore, determined to invite from individuals, branches of the Woman’s Auxiliary, Churches and Sunday- 
schools, definite contributions of either one hundred dollars, or seventy dollars, or fifty dollars, or forty dol- 
lars, or twenty-five dollars, as the case might require, for the support of these Scholarships. 

We take this opportunity to say a few words with regard to the importance of this kind of work, which 
will be of special interest to the children who are engaged in it. Inthe various Mission fields it is among the 
children that we have the greatest hope and promise of success, for our Missionaries can take them when 
they are very young and instruct them, just as they would children in a Christian country, in the truths of 
our holy religion. Thus they learn to grow up as Christians instead of as pagans, and returning to their 
own people act as leaven which, in time, may leaven the whole lump of heathen ignorance with the knowl- 
edge of the truth of Jesus. They become, after a time, fathers and mothers, and then teach their children 
the truth which they have been taught. So a mighty influence is set in motion, which may reach down 
through generations and ages, and at last bring all these great nations to Christ. 5
